domain,  in  fee  or  othei'wise,  for  all  purposes  otf  a  public  street  and  high- 
v/ay  in  and  over  said  street  and  such  property  as  may  be  necessary, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

The  Board 
of  Zoning  Appeal  shall  approve  the  design  and  appearance 
of  the  building  and  sihall  determine  that  it  is  in  harmony 
with  and  not  detrimental  to  the  surrounding  area.

The  Adjourned  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:45  o’clock 
in  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  March  7,  1962,  by  the  Annual  Moderator, 
Mr.  Philip  T.  Jones.

The  following  report  of  the  Transportation  Committee  was  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Mr.  Fryer: 
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The  Town  of  Weymouth  instituted  and  held  the  first  meeting  of 
officials  and  citizens  of  the  South  Shore  area  for  the  purpose  of  organ¬ 
izing  a  move  to  halt  an  extension  of  the  Rapid  Transit  into  our  area. 
To  bring  this  into  our  area  would  mean  an  assessment  of  22%  on  a 
fifteen  million  dollar  bond  issue  and  also  place  an  added  burden  on  our 
taxpayers. 

The  Weymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  instructed  Town  Counsel,  Rob¬ 
ert  H.  Gaughen  to  take  necessary  proceedings  to  question  the  con¬ 
stitutionality  of  the  new  Rapid  Transit  law.  Mr.  Gaughen  took  imme¬ 
diate  action  on  this  matter,  by  mapping  out  procedure  and  strategy 
for  a  joint  legal  action  by  the  four  communities  involved  to  test  this 
new  Rapid  Transit  law. 

The  Appropriation  Committee  pledged  solid  financial  support 
through  their  Secretary,  John  F.  Newton,  to  pay  for  Weymouth’s  share 
in  the  legal  battle  to  keep  Rapid  Transit  out  of  the  area. 

The  Towm  of  Weymouth  was  also  the  first  to  challenge  the  con¬ 
stitutionality  of  the  new  Rapid  Transit  law  in  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court. 

The  Attorney  General  and  Federal  Judge  Robert  P.  Anderson  have 
recognized  the  action  of  our  Transportation  Committee  in  that  the 
Attorney  General  advised  Governor  Volpe  of  serious  constitutional  ques¬ 
tions  and  Judge  Anderson  refused  to  act  in  Federal  Court  until  Wey¬ 
mouth  and  the  other  towns  and  City  of  Quincy  are  heard  in  the  Su¬ 
preme  Judicial  Court.  We  have  been  so  notified  that  the  case  will  be 
heard  next  month  before  the  High  Court. 

I  submit  this  report  so  that  you  may  be  brought  up-to-date  re¬ 
garding  this  matter.

proportioned  or  graduated  according  to  the  amount  of  income  receiv^, 
irresipective  of  the  source  from  which  it  may  be  derived,  and  to  grant 
reasonable  exemptions,  deductions  and  abatements.

Gentlemen: 

Enclosed  you  will  find  two  copies  of  my  annual  budget.  Because  of 
the  early  date  of  filling  out  my  budget  these  figures  are  not  accurate 
but  can  be  used  to  plan  for  next  year’s  requests  with  complete  confidence. 

You  will  find  in  my  budget  under  “Administration”  an  increase  over 
last  year’s  same  items.  This  is  due  to  the  necessity  of  replacing  two 
typewriters  and  also  because  of  the  need  of  replacing  and  adding  to  the 
Recording  System.  These  machines  have  now  gone  beyond  the  stage  that 
they  can  be  classed  as  dependable  and  I  feel  it  is  not  good  business  to 
risk  continuing  with  them  any  longer. 

Under  the  heading  “Salaries”  and  the  items  on  page  2,  you  will 
notice  that  I  am  asking  for  more  help,  an  added  social  worker  and  also 
a  new  clerk. 

This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  State  Department  has  insisted  on 
monthly  visits  on  the  A.D.C.  program  which  necessitates  more  dictation, 
more  filing,  more  notices,  etc.  The  present  staff  are  now  overloaded  with 
cases  and  the  additional  visits  are  causing  the  department  to  fall  behind 
in  visits  and  recording.  The  burden  on  the  tax  levy  will  not  be  too  heavy 
as  j'ou  well  know  we  are  reimbursed  about  75%  on  all  salary  items. 

I  have  increased  my  requests  under  the  relief  budget  of  O.A.A., 
M.A.A.,  and  A.D.C.  These  reliefs  seem  to  be  the  only  ones  at  the 
present  writing  that  are  increasing.  The  inquiries  that  we  receive 
concerning  them  seems  to  have  doubled  in  the  last  few  months. 

If  Bethlehem  Steel  Co.  of  Quincy  continues  to  run  at  the  reduced 
personnel  it  has  now,  it  would  not  be  too  unreasonable  to  assume  that 
General  Relief  may  increase  during  the  year.  As  yet  it  has  not  shown 
any  particular  movement  in  that  direction  so  therefore  we  are  not  at 
this  time  asking  for  any  increase  under  this  item. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  your  Board  and 
to  my  staff  for  the  excellent  cooperation  I  have  received. 

Enclosed  is  a  resume  of  the  action  of  the  department  for  1962.

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REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Weymouth,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  submitted  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Industrial  Develop¬ 
ment  Commission  for  the  year  1962. 

The  Commission  assisted  in  the  arrangements  leading  to  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  new  and  larger  First  National  Store  in  East  Weymouth  that 
opened  for  business  in  October.  This  modern  building  erected  on  land 
that  was  formerly  occupied  by  outmoded  buildings  greatly  improves  the 
East  Weymouth  business  district. 

Micronsonics,  Inc.,  formerly  in  Hingham,  Mass,  moved  into  their  new 
modern  plant  on  Winter  Street  in  October.  In  the  new  building,  with 
15,000  square  feet  of  floor  space,  they  employ  35  people,  an  increase  of 
10  more  than  employed  in  Hingham.  Further  expansion  in  a  new  field 
of  operation  is  now  underway.  Sangamo  Electric  Company  of  Spring- 
field,  Ill.  with  four  plants  in  the  U.S.A.,  and  with  which  Microsonics  is 
affiliated,  has  moved  its  sales  office  from  Boston  to  the  new  plant  in 
Weymouth.  The  Development  Commission  played  the  principal  part  in 
locating  this  industry  in  Vv  eymouth. 

Construction  of  the  new  Armory  is  progressing  rapidly.  The  Com¬ 
mission  previously  assisted  in  finding  a  suitable  location  for  this  facility. 

Furnished  information  to  and  cooperated  with  the  Boston  Shopping 
Centers,  Inc.  in  their  effort  to  secure  the  variance  for  the  new  store  for 
J.  M.  Field  Company  and  the  enlarged  shopping  center  at  Washington 
and  Middle  Streets.  Ground  is  being  prepared  for  construction.  There 
has  been  delay  in  starting  construction  on  account  of  sub-soil  conditions. 

Supplied  information  about  Weymouth  to  the  Norfolk  County  Trust 
Company.  They  have  now  purchased  land  and  will  build  a  branch  at  the 
junction  of  Routes  3  and  18. 

Cooperated  with  representative  of  the  owner  of  a  former  florist  fa¬ 
cility  on  Main  Street  in  an  effort  to  have  it  purchased  and  rehabilitated, 
its  availability  was  made  known  to  several  people.  The  property  has 
now  been  purchased  by  a  new  owner,  operating  under  the  name  of  Hart- 
stone’s  Florist,  and  has  greatly  improved  tbe  property  and  cleaned  it  up. 

An  out  of  town  concrete  products  company  that  bought  6  acres  of 
land  in  Weymouth  (and  12  in  Abington)  at  the  town  line,  still  plans  to 
erect  its  new  plant  in  Weymouth  through  the  efforts  of  the  Commission. 

Because  of  the  Commission  land  is  being  prepared  for  the  new  Hud¬ 
son  Bus  Lines  facility  off  of  Route  3. 

An  out  of  town  clothing  manufacturer  with  which  the  Commission 
has  been  working  is  negotiating  for  10  acres  of  land  to  erect  a  30,000 
square  foot  plant. 

A  local  business  man  has  purchased  5  acres  of  land  on  Washington 
Street  suggested  by  the  Commission’s  representatives  and  is  preparing 
it  for  business  facilities. 
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An  inventory  is  being  compiled  of  all  industrial  land  available  in 
Weymouth  and  will  be  catalogued  by  the  representatives. 

A  highly  successful!  “Get  Acquainted  Night”  was  held  on  April  4, 
1962  at  the  Kater  Klubana.  Officials  of  industrial  concerns  located  in  the 
Town  were  introduced  to  town  officials  and  department  heads.  Pros¬ 
pects  interested  in  locating  in  Weymouth  had  an  opportunity  to  discuss 
plans  with  those  present  and  gain  experience  from  local  business  men. 

Contacts  have  been  made  with  over  100  prospects.  Many  were  given 
data  on  town  land  and  buildings.  Many  have  as  yet  made  no  decision 
and  are  being  followed. 

The  Commission  has  worked  closely  with  railroad  and  electric  com¬ 
pany  industrial  men,  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  South  Shore 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce 
representatives.  A  number  of  leads  have  resulted  from  this  association. 

A  total  of  over  75  ads  have  appeared  in  the  morning,  evening  and 
Sunday  papers  this  year.  Keeping  the  name  of  Weymouth  more  fre¬ 
quently  before  industry  helps  them  to  remember  Weymouth  when  they 
are  thinking  of  re-locating.  More  frequent  appearances  call  attention 
also  to  the  townspeople  of  the  Commission’s  activities. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Water  Departmient  over  12,  000  small 
folders  have  been  mailed  with  the  water  bills  to  the  townspeople  telling 
of  this  Commission’s  activities,  seeking  tips  from  them  and  data  on  land 
that  is  for  sale,  thus  making  every  Weymouth  Citizen  a  salesman. 

The  Weymouth  Story  was  revised,  brought  up  to  date  and  reprinted. 
Complimentary  comments  have  been  received  about  the  value  and  make 
up  of  this  brochure. 

The  Commission  is  still  haveing  difficulty  in  locating  industry  be¬ 
cause  of  the  very  restrictive  Zoning  Laws  and  scarcity  of  good  sites 
zoned  for  industry.  This  results  in  a  greater  effort  being  necessary  by 
Weymouth  than  is  required  by  other  surrounding  towns  that  have  more 
liberal  zoning  laws.  Changes  in  one  zoninp  recommended  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  should  be  approved  at  the  next  Annual 
Town  Meeting  together  with  the  rezoning  of  some  better  sites  of  sub¬ 
stantial  size  are  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  consideration  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  having  2  local  representatives 
and  a  local  secretary  that  has  allowed  us  to  give  excellent  and  immediate 
service  to  any  prospect. 

The  Commission  met  every  other  Thursday  during  the  year  and  held 
special  meetings  on  many  occasions. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other  town  boards 
and  departments  for  their  cooperation.

We  wish  to  submit  to  your  Board  and  through  your  Board  to  the 
townspeople  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1962. 

Our  financial  cost  in  the  year  1962  has  been  higher  than  usual  due  to 
the  ever  increasing  cost  of  medical  attention  as  well  as  economic  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  area.  The  total  expenditure  last  year  was  about  $160,000.00 
of  which  the  Town  will  receive  approximately  fifty  percent  of  this 
amount  as  reimbursement  from  the  State.  Another  reason  for  the  in¬ 
crease  in  costs  is  that  citizens  of  the  Town  are  becoming  familiar  with 
the  program  which  is  resulting  in  an  increase  in  applications. 

Because  all  Town  Departments  are  covered  by  our  Town  Accountant 
we  are  not  giving  a  detailed  account  of  our  expenditures  in  this  report 
However,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Town  is  reimbursed  fifty 
percent  by  the  State  of  all  expenditures  for  Veterans’  Benefits  and  State 
Burial  Allowance. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  who  assisted  us 
in  the  performance  of  our  duties  in  1962.  Also  we  wish  to  thank  your 
Board  and  various  Town  Departments  for  their  kind  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

Town  of  Weymouth 
Office  of  Town  Clerk

In  1961  the  Board  of  Selectmen  received  communications  from  the 
representatives  of  the  Elmwood  Cemetery,  located  on  Union  Street,  and 
the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  located  on  Pine  Street,  requesting  that  the 
Town  assume  the  responsibility  of  maintenance,  repair  and  management 
of  the  said  cemeteries.  As  a  result,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  inserted  an 
Article  in  the  1962  Town  Warrant  and  the  Town  Meeting  subsiequently 
voted  for  a  survey  of  Town-owned  cemeteries  and  to  explore  the  possibil¬ 
ities  of  the  Town  taking  over  operations  of  certain  privately  owned  ceme¬ 
teries.  A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  make  the  survey. 
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Meetings  were  held  by  the  Committee  with  representatives  of  the 
aforesaid  cemeteries  and  with  Arthur  J.  Bilodeau,  Director  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works.  On  the  site  inspection  of  each  cemetery 
were  conducted  by  the  full  Committee  and  each  burial  ground  was  found 
to  be  in  a  reasonably  gooa  state  of  repair  and  maintenance. 

The  Mount  Hope  Semetery  consists  of  17  acres  of  Ian-,  14  being  de¬ 
veloped.  There  are  1,534  bodies  interred  therein,  with  814  burial  lots 
available  for  sale  and  an  average  of  42  burials  per  year.  In  1961  ap¬ 
proximately  $6,900  was  expended  by  the  cemetery  on  repairs  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  its  grounds.  The  Association  possesses  trust  funds  of  ap¬ 
proximately  $102,000  which  it  is  ready  and  willing  to  transfer  to  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  if  the  Town  should  assume  the  responsibility  of  man¬ 
agement,  care  and  maintenance.  In  1961  the  income  received  by  the  As¬ 
sociation,  from  all  sources,  approximated  $6,645.  At  the  present  time 
the  water  system  is  inoperative  and  in  a  state  of  disrepair  throughout 
the  cemetery.  Extensive  road  work  must  also  be  performed  to  bring  the 
v/ays  into  a  reasonably  good  and  safe  condition.  The  Association  has 
neither  sufficient  income  nor  trust  funds  to  install  a  new  water  system 
which  is  urgently  needed.  The  representatives  of  the  Association  in¬ 
formed  the  Committee  that  because  of  the  rising  cost  of  repairs  and 
maintenance  and  lack  of  funds  to  install  an  adequate  water  supply  sys¬ 
tem,  it  will  be  unable  in  the  future  to  maintain  the  grounds  in  a  reason¬ 
ably  good  state  of  repair  and  condition. 

The  Elmwood  Cemetery  is  located  on  Union  Street  and  contains 
approximately  1%  acres  of  land.  It  is  a  corporate  organization,  organ¬ 
ized  in  1893  under  Chapter  III  of  the  General  Laws.  Mrs.  Gertrude  Gal¬ 
lant,  of  Union  Street,  is  Secretary-Treasurer  and  she  informed  the  Com¬ 
mittee  that  the  members  of  the  organization  are  not  interested  in  the 
maintenance  and  management  of  the  cemetery  and  desire  the  Town  of 
Weymouth  to  assume  these  obligations.  She  stated  the  organization 
would  transfer  to  the  Town  all  trust  funds  in  its  possession  which  total 
approximately  $13,000.  In  1961  the  sum  of  $334  was  expended  for  up¬ 
keep  and  repairs  and  the  total  income  for  the  said  period  was  $515.  The 
expense  of  repairs  and  maintenance  of  this  cemetery  have  been  kept  at  a 
minimum  through  the  generosity  of  a  retired  gentleman  who  devotes 
much  of  his  spare  time  to  working  on  the  grounds 

In  addition  to  the  Mt.  Hope  and  the  Elmwood  Cemeteries,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  made  a  tour  of  some  of  the  other  cemeteries  in  Town.  These  in¬ 
cluded  the  Old  Cemetery  on  Pleasant  St.,  near  the  Expressway  and  two 
that  are  owned  by  the  Town;  namely,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  Cemetery 
off  Park  Ave.  and  the  Ashwood  on  Broad  St.,  near  the  Hunt  School.  The 
condition  of  the  Ashwood  is  a  shame  and  should  be  cleaned  up  and  made 
presentable  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Town  of  Weymouth  Cemetery  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  in  fair  condition,  as  did  the  Old  Cemetery.  The  latter  ceme¬ 
tery  appears  to  have  owners  unknown  as  far  as  the  Committee  knows. 

The  Committee  consulted  with  Mr.  Arthur  Bilodeau,  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  Mr.  Harold  Gould,  Superintendent  of 
the  Park  Division  of  Public  Works,  to  ascertain  the  approximate  cost  of 
repairs  and  maintenance  if  the  Town  voted  to  assume  the  control  and 
management  of  these  cemeteries.  The  Committee  was  advised  that  the 
maintenance  of  the  Elmwood  Cemetery  by  the  Town  would  cost  approxi¬ 
mately  $500  per  year.  The  cost  of  keeping  the  Mt.  Hope  Cemetery  in 
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good  order  and  repair  was  estimated  at  $25,000  per  year,  based  on  an 
average  cost  of  $1,700  per  acre.  Mr.  Bilodeau  further  advised  the  Com¬ 
mittee  that  if  the  Town  assumed  the  management  of  these  cemeteries,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  purchase  one  tractor  mower  at  approximately 
$5,000.  The  cost  of  installing  a  new  water  system  in  the  Mt.  Hope  Ceme¬ 
tery  would  be  about  $40,000.  In  determining  the  aforementioned  costs, 
consideration  was  given  to  the  operating  budgets  of  cemeteries  in  the 
City  of  Quincy  and  the  Town  of  Milton 

At  the  present  time  the  General  Laws  permit  towns  to  appropriate 
annually  money  to  care  for  and  to  keep  in  good  order  burial  grounds  situ¬ 
ated  within  the  town;  and  to  take  charge  of  those  deemed  abandoned  or 
neglected  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  them  in  good  order. 

It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  if  the  Town  is 
ever  going  to  assume  the  care  and  maintenance  of  cemeteries,  the  time 
should  be  now  in  the  cases  of  the  Elmwood  Cemetery  and  the  Mt.  Hope 
Cemetery  before  the  reach  the  state  of  disrepair  and  that  those  that  are 
presently  neglected  could  be  incorporated  into  such  a  plan  thereby  elimi¬ 
nating  a  blight  upon  the  Town. 

If  the  Town  assumes  the  responsibility  of  management  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  these  cemeteries,  it  means  the  establishment  of  another  mu- 
nicspal  service  within  the  Town.  The  Committee  feels  that  the  decision 
on  the  establishment  of  a  new  municipal  service  should  be  decided  by  the 
Town  Meeting.  If  affirmative  action  is  voted,  then  special  legislation 
will  be  necessary;  therefore,  the  Committee  will  present  the  issue  to  the 
next  Special  or  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  the  form  of  an  appropriate  arti¬ 
cle  covering  the  subject  matter.

STATE  RECLAMATION  BOARD 
SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Con¬ 
trol  Project  of  its  activities  in  the  Town  for  the  year  ending  October  31, 
1962. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  appropriated  $8000  for  mosquito  control  in 
1962.  Along  with  this  $500  was  appropriated  for  salt  marsh  mainte¬ 
nance.  This  money  was  used  for  mosquito  control  in  the  Town  by  the 
South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project,  a  cooperative  effort  embracing 
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the  City  of  Quincy  and  Towns  of  Weymouth,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hing- 
ham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell  and  Scituate.  In  addition,  the  project 
worked  under  contract  for  the  U.  S.  Naval  Ammunition  Depot  for  a 
period  up  to  June  30th,  ending  our  final  contract  before  its  deactivation. 

TYPE  OF  CONTROL  PROGRAM 

The  basic  program  of  control  continued  to  be  based  on  drainage  in 
the  off-season  and  larvamiding  of  all  areas  found  to  be  breeding  during 
the  mosquito  season.  This  program  was  supplemented  by  application  of 
D  D.T.  dust  to  selected  areas  during  the  period  when  the  swamps  were 
frozen.  Fog  generators  and  mist  blowers  were  used  to  combat  flying 
mosquitoes. 

ENCEPHALITIS 

As  a  result  of  the  dry  weather  and/or  other  factors  not  yet  recog¬ 
nized  Eastern  Equine  Encephalomyelitis  did  not  appear  in  humans  in 
Massachusetts  this  past  Summer.  However,  since  there  is  always  a  def¬ 
inite  threat  present  during  late  Summer  and  early  Fall,  the  period  when 
Encephalitis  is  most  likely  to  appear,  the  project  was  in  contact  with 
the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service,  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  other  mosquito  control  agencies  in  a  cooperative  effort  to 
recognize  the  danger  signs  so  that  work  could  be  directed  against  the 
suspected  species  of  mosquitoes. 

AERIAL  DUSTING  AND/OR  SPRAYING 

The  Spring  dusting  or  spraying  of  all  fresh  water  swamps  known  to 
be  breeders  and  too  large  to  be  treated  by  hand  was  done.  D.D.T.  was 
used  at  the  rate  of  a  half  to  one  pound  per  acre,  keeping  well  within  the 
realm  of  safety  to  humans  and  wildlife.  4540  acres  were  treated  in  the 
Town  of  Weymouth. 

GROUND  SPRAYING 

The  ground  crews  circulated  on  a  schedule  throughout  their 
section.  They  varied  from  this  circuit  to  treat  in  the  vicinity  of  com¬ 
plaints  or  to  treat  places  found  to  be  breeding  by  the  superintendent  or 
foreman’s  inspection.  They  then  returned  to  their  rounds. 

•CATCHBASIN  SPRAYING 

Catchbasin  spraying  was  done  with  a  motorcycle  servicar,  a  com¬ 
pressed  air  sprayer  mounted  on  the  rear.  Due  to  reduction  of  Summer 
personnel  only  one  unit  was  operating  this  year.  A  dry  Summer  en¬ 
abled  regular  crews  to  treat  basins  in  their  assigned  towns,  thus  enabl¬ 
ing  us  to  keep  ahead  of  this  type  of  breeding. 

DITCHING 

Drainage,  always  considered  the  keystone  of  mosquito  control,  is 
more  than  ever  impor^^ant  as  a  result  of  a  growing  concern  by  certain 
groups  over  the  use  and  buildup  of  insecticides  and  other  chemicals  in 
our  wildlife  areas. 

Over  the  years  the  ditching  done  by  this  project  has  greatly  re¬ 
duced  the  areas  that  need  spraying  or  dusting  of  insecticides.  On  fresh 
water  only  areas  capable  of  mosquito  breeding  are  drained,  shallow  stag- 
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nant  ik>o1s.  On  salt  marshes  we  attempt  to  keep  all  ditches  clear  of 
grass  and  mud  to  allow  tidal  water  a  free  flow  in  and  out,  also  to 
eliminate  all  brackish  sheet  water  at  upper  ends  of  marsh  wfeere  salt 
marsh  mosquitoes  will  breed. 

The  largest  amount  of  mosquito  control  can  be  reached  with  a  good 
drainage  program.  With  this  idea  in  mind,  we  have  proceeded  in  all 
areas  possible  to  ditch.  In  the  Town  of  Weymouth  100  feet  of  ditches 
have  been  cleaned,  14,350  feet  reclaimed,  and  250  feet  of  new  ditch 
have  been  dug. 

FOGGING 

This  past  season  the  project  has  had  in  operation  Curtis  Dyna  Fog 
Insecticidal  Fog  Applicator.  This  machine  emits  a  smoke  containing 
small  particles  of  insecticide.  This  smoke  or  fog  drifts  with  air  cur¬ 
rents  over  the  area,  \^uping  out  all  mosquitoes  and  other  flying  insects 
present.  This  machine  makes  it  possible  to  cover  a  large  area  and  with 
insecticide  particles  being  so  small  there  is  very  little  residue  to  buildup 
in  any  one  area. 

PLANS  FOR  WINTER 

Throughout  the  months  between  the  past  and  coming  mosquito 
breeding  season  much  attention  will  be  given  to  ditching.  Work  on  the 
salt  marsh  will  be  done  in  the  Fall  and  early  Spring,  and  the  colder 
Winter  months  will  be  spent  in  the  more  protected  areas. 

In  addition,  when  snow  and  ice  conditions  are  right  prehatch  dust¬ 
ing  by  ground  crews,  as  was  done  in  the  past  year,  will  be  applied. 
The  success  of  the  past  work  along  these  lines  makes  it  feasible  to 
continue  the  program.  All  areas  that  were  hand  dusted  were  free  of 
mosquito  breeding  in  most  cases  until  mid-July. 

PLANS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 

All  phases  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  past  will  continue,  plac¬ 
ing  emphasis  on  drainage  for  permanent  control  and  then,  in  tlhis  order 
dusting  for  prehatch  control,  spraying  for  larval  control,  mist  blowing 
and  fogging  for  adult  control. 

PROBLEMiS  TO  BE  SOLVED 

N.  A.  D. 

iSince  1957  the  proiect  has  been  under  contract  to  the  U.  S.  Navy 
to  do  all  phases  of  mosquito  control  in  their  Ammunition  Depot,  Hing- 
ham  and  Cohasset  Annex  In  June  of  this  year,  the  Navy  decommis¬ 
sioned  this  reservation,  leaving  a  large  area  in  the  center  of  the  projeclt( 
with  no  control.  At  present  it  is  uncertain  as  to  what  will  be  done  with 
this  area.  If  the  land  involved  should  revert  back  to  their  former 
towns,  Cohasset,  Hingham,  Norwell,  Scituate  and  Weymouth,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  up  the  assessments  of  these  towns  for  mosquito  control 
as  with  our  present  budget  we  would  be  unable  to  handle  it. 

NEED  FOR  NEW  DITCHING  TRACTOR 

The  project  operates  two  pieces  of  tractor  equipment  on  its  drain¬ 
age  operation,  an  OC-6  scavel  plow  used  for  cleaning  our  existing 
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ditches  and  an  0€-4i  backhoe  trencher  for  mapping  new  drainage  work. 
They  have  both  been  in  constant  use,  one  since  1955,  and  the  other  1957 

On  ordinary  dry  trenshing  operations  these  machines  might  last  a 
few  more  years.  However,  on  mosquito  control  ditching,  the  machine 
is  constantly  in  water,  mainly  salt  water,  year  round.  Consequently, 
rust  corrosion,  along  with  wear,  they  have  reached  a  point  where  they 
must  be  replaced  in  order  to  maintain  what  has  been  accomplished  and 
to  continue  the  phase  of  machine  ditching. 

It  would  not  be  necessary  to  replace  both  tractors  as  one  tractor 
so  constructed  could  receive  and  operate  both  a  scavel  and  backhoe 
trencher.  This  would  necessitate  the  need  for  just  one  tractor  as  both 
these  are  usually  being  used  on  the  same  job.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  ZONING  APPEALS 

The  Hon.  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Weymouth 
Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

During  1962  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  held  13  public  hearings 
at  which  some  97  applications  were  heard  by  the  Board.  This  repre¬ 
sented  an  increase  of  9  applications  over  those  heard  the  previous  year 
and  can  be  compared  with  the  53  cases  which  came  before  the  Board 
ten  years  ago.  These  figures  indicate  a  persistent  trend  towards  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  which  are  presented  to  the 
Board  each  year. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  this  trend  will  continue  into 
the  future  as  desirable  building  sites  become  scarcer  in  the  Town  and 
because  of  an  increase  in  interest  on  the  part  of  prospective  home- 
owners  to  find  suitable  sites  in  established  neighborhoods  which  offer 
the  benefits  of  sewerage,  accepted  streets  and  proximity  to  schools 
and  shopping  centers.  As  a  result,  a  significant  number  of  the  cases 
heard  by  the  Board  involved  applications  to  build  on  lots  that  did  not 
meet  the  present  requirements  for  frontage  or  area  that  are  prescribed 
by  the  Zoning  By-Law  Generally,  relief  has  been  granted  in  these 
cases  by  the  application  of  Section  VI,  Sub-iSection  4  of  the  Bv-Law 
which  permits  construction  on  lots  that  do  not  meet  present  require¬ 
ments  if  the  lots  are  consistent  in  size  with  those  in  the  neighborhood 
and  the  neighborhood  has  been  substantially  developed.  The  Board, 
however,  has  construed  this  permissive  authority  in  the  By-Law  quite 
narrowly  and  has  tended  to  limit  it  to  individual  house  lots  and  have 
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refrained  from  applying  it  to  those  situations  which  involve  the  sub¬ 
division  of  a  large  parcel  of  land  into  a  number  of  lots.  In  so  doing, 
we  feel  that  we  are  carrying  out  the  intent  of  the  By-Law  and  acted 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

Non-conforming  uses  have  likewise  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
Board.  Applications  involving  non-conforming  uses  have  arisen  out 
of  situations  where  either  the  occupant  seeks  to  expand  the  use  or  to 
substitute  a  different  type  of  use.  The  difficulty  generally  encountered 
in  these  cases  is  that  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  use  at  the  time  the 
By-Law  was  enacted  in  1940  cannot  be  clearly  defined.  While  it  is 
something  in  the  nature  of  a  monumental  effort  and  perhaps  could  not 
be  done  without  implementation  of  the  Building  Inspector’s  staff,  we 
would  recommend  that  your  Board  give  serious  consideration  to  au¬ 
thorizing  a  survey  of  all  non-conforming  uses  in  the  Town  so  that  an 
index  or  reference  catalogue  could  be  established  in  the  Building  In¬ 
spector’s  Office  and  then  maintained  on  an  up-to-date  basis.  As  things 
stand,  it  is  incumbent  upon  each  person  claiming  a  non-conforming  use 
to  prove  the  existence  of  the  use  and  the  Board  has  no  way  of  verify¬ 
ing  the  representations  made  by  the  applicants.  We  view  this  situa¬ 
tion  as  a  source  of  future  difficulty  unless  an  index  is  established. 

In  resolving  applications  which  involve  non-conforming  uses,  the 
Board  has  closely  followed  the  controlling  provisions  of  the  Town  By- 
Law,  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws  and  has  paid 
close  attention  to  the  decisions  of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court,  which  has  consistently  enunciated  that  it  is  the  intent  of  the  law 
to  permit  non-conforming  uses  so  that  an  individual  is  not  deprived  of 
a  property  right  but  to  treat  changes  in  non-conforming  uses  with  the 
ultimate  consideration  that  non-conforming  uses  should  eventually  ex¬ 
pire  and  the  site  should  assume  the  residential  characteristics  of  the 
community. 

The  Board  has  also  closely  followed  the  many  decisions  which  have 
emanated  from  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  re¬ 
lating  to  the  granting  cf  variances:  That  Court  has  consistently  con¬ 
strued  the  General  Laws  and  the  various  By-Laws  of  the  cities  and 
towns  w^hich  were  involved  very  strictly.  The  Weymouth  Board  of 
Zoning  Appeals  has  endeavored  to  effectuate  the  same  policy. 

Occasional  difficulty  is  encountered,  however,  because  of  the  lack 
of  clear  definition  under  our  existing  By-Laws  as  to  whether  certain 
types  of  land  use  are  to  be  treated  as  special  permits  or  exceptions  un¬ 
der  the  By-Law  or  whether  they  must  qualify  as  variances  under  the 
rigid  requirements  set  forth  in  the  General  Laws.  For  example,  we 
might  point  out  that  the  Town  By-Laws  does  not  specifically  authorize 
a  professional  building  in  a  residential  zone  although  such  was  ap¬ 
parently  the  intent  of  the  original  authors  of  the  By-Law  and  over 
the  years  several  such  buildings  have  been  authorized  under  the  is¬ 
suance  of  special  permits.  These  special  permits  have  generally  been 
limited  to  professional  buildings  for  doctors  on  the  premise  that  they 
are  “a  building  or  other  establishment  for  the  care  of  the  sick,  aged, 
crippled  or  convalescent  persons,”  as  described  in  the  By-Law.  There 
are  other  areas  in  the  By-Law  which  are  either  vague  or  conflicting 
and  the  Board  looks  forward  to  the  revision  of  the  By-Law,  which  was 
recommended  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting.  When  this  redrafting 
of  the  By-Law  commences,  the  Board  will  extend  its  full  cooperation 
and  has  a  number  of  recommendations  to  offer.

The  interpretation  and  application  of  the  zoning  By-Law  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  take  on  increased  activity  and  importance  in  the  years  ahead. 
The  problems  arising  cut  of  the  administration  of  this  By-Law  will 
likewise  grow  in  complexity  as  can  be  confirmed  by  the  number  and 
diversification  of  zoning  problems  which  are  adjudicated  each  year  by 
the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court.  In  this  regard,  we  might  point  out 
with  modest  pride  that  only  five  Court  appeals  were  taken  from  the  de¬ 
cisions  '  f  this  Board  during  the  past  year.  Those  which  have  ben  ad¬ 
judicated  to  date  have  supported  the  decision  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  its  ap¬ 
preciation  and  commend  the  Building  Inspector,  his  associates  and  the 
office  staff  of  the  Building  Department  for  their  outstanding  perform¬ 
ance  in  arranging  for  preparation  of  the  public  notices,  arranging  for 
publication  of  the  same  and  the  issuance  of  some  1,827  notices  of  hear¬ 
ings  and/or  decisions  of  the  Board  after  hearings  which  were  sent  to 
applicants  and  abutters. 

In  reviewing  the  disposition  of  cases  during  the  past  year,  we  can 
report  that  of  the  97  applications  which  were  filed,  69  were  granted, 
17  were  denied,  2  were  granted  in  part,  6  were  withdrawn  and  3  are 
pending.  We  might  add  that  of  the  69  which  were  granted,  the  majority 
involved  minor  diversifications,  such  as  building  an  addition  or  garage 
a  foot  or  two  closer  to  the  lot  line  than  the  present  By-Law  stipulates., 
During  the  year  the  application  fees  amounted  to  $1,840  which  were 
received  and  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  stress  that  the  Board  has  made  every 
effort  to  conduct  its  meetings  in  an  impartial  manner  and  to  give  every¬ 
one  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  We  have  endeavored  to  explain  the 
legal  problem  presented — particularly  in  those  cases  where  the  ap¬ 
plicants  were  not  represented  by  counsel  or  where  strong  interest  was 
evidenced  by  the  abutters.  We  shall  make  every  effort  to  continue 
this  policy  during  the  coming  year  and  to  extend  courteous,  informed 
and  impartial  consideration  to  all.

Gentlemen: 

The  Committee  ha.s  contracted  to  light  the  streets  of  Weymouth, 
as  usual,  with  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Company. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  one  hundred  and  three  new  lights 
installed  including,  twenty-one  1,000  lumen,  thirty-eight  3.300  lumen, 
twenty-one  6,800  lumen,  eighteen  21,000  lumen  and  five  2,500  lumen. 
At  present,  there  are  3,121  lights  of  various  sizes  in  the  Town  at  a 
cost  of  $9,347.74  per  month. 

This  year,  many  lights  have  been  increased  in  size.  There  has 
been  an  increase  of  2,527,  400  lumens  (units  of  light)  during  1962,  with 
a  decrease  of  cost  per  1,000  lumens  $10.09  to  $9.10.  The  cost  of  light¬ 
ing  for  the  year  figures  to  be  $2.50  per  capita  based  on  the  1960  popu¬ 
lation  census  and  the  1963  street  lighting. 

The  Committee  has  fulfilled  the  requests  from  Town  people  as  well 
as  continued  with  our  long  range  increase  lighting  program. 

We  are  asking  for  1963,  a  budget  of  $120,586.00.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Weymouth  Town  Meeting,  March  1963: 

On  the  basis  of  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  1962,  the 
Building  Committee  of  the  Tufts  Library  proceeded  to  interview  archi¬ 
tects  and  to  investigate  the  work  that  they  have  done.  After  careful 
consideration  they  unanimously  chose  the  firm  of  Alderman  and  Mac- 
Neish,  Architects  and  Engineers  of  West  Springfield,  Massachusetts. 
This  is  the  firm  which  designed  the  library  in  Medford,  Massachusetts, 
which  the  committee  feels  is  outstanding,  and  they  are  at  present  de¬ 
signing  the  Berkshire  Atheneum,  a  public  library  for  Pittsfield,  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

After  careful  study  of  the  library  needs  of  Weymouth  and  working 
on  the  recommendations  of  our  Library  Building  Consultants,  pre¬ 
liminary  plans  were  drawn.  The  Building  Committee  approves  these 
plans.  They  are  functionally  designed  for  economical  administration 
and  for  efficient  and  convenient  use  by  the  people  of  the  town.  They 
are  designed  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  which  come  with  the 
growth  of  the  town,  and  they  are  architecturally  pleasing.  The  plans 
call  for  a  rectangular  building  setting  back  about  twenty-five  feet 
among  the  trees,  with  a  pitch  roof  and  a  facade  that  alternates  windows 
and  wall  panels.  There  is  a  small  wing  on  the  west  end  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  and  a  garage  and  service  entrance  on  the  east  end.  A  driveway  at 
the  east  end  would  lead  to  a  parking  area  back  of  the  adjacent  house 
lots.  This  would  leave  unbroken  the  park  area  behind  and  around  the 
west  end  of  the  library.  Entrance  to  the  building  from  Broad  Street 
would  be  at  street  level  and  all  the  adult  services  would  be  found  on 
that  floor:  a  reference  room  for  study,  a  separate  reading  and  browsing 
room  overlooking  the  park,  a  library  for  young  adults  or  teen  agers, 
a  room  for  music  and  art,  and,  in  the  west  wing,  a  local  history  or  Wey¬ 
mouth  Room.  The  children’s  library  would  be  on  the  lower  floor,  with 
entrance  from  the  park.  Also,  on  this  floor,  is  provided  a  room  for  story 
hours.  Or  musical  programs,  or  meetings  of  a  cultural  or  civic  nature. 

The  Building  Committee  met  with  the  Appropriation  Committee  in 
October  to  consider  these  plans  and  the  estimated  cost.  It  was  found 
that  the  probable  cost  would  be  between  $750,000  and  $800,000,  the 
difference  depending  on  whether  or  not  the  building  is  to  have  air-con¬ 
ditioning.  It  was  requested  by  the  Appropriation  Committee  that  a 
second  meeting  be  planned  with  them  after  they  had  met  with  all  the 
town  departments  and  could  better  estimate  the  necessary  expenditures 
of  the  town  for  1963.  Accordingly,  the  Building  Committee  is  not, 
at  this  time,  asking  the  town  for  construction  funds.  Instead  they  have 
1  been  making,  with  the  help  of  the  consultants  and  the  architect,  a  care- 
I;  ful  study  of  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the  library,  with  a  view  to  per- 
I  haps  leaving  some  of  the  finishing  of  the  lower  floor  of  the  building 
until  funds  are  more  readily  available.  They  feel  that  it  would  be  very 
short-sighted  to  build  an  inadequate  library,  but  are  trying  to  lessen 
I  the  immediate  cost  to  the  town  by  planning  so  that  future  growth  will 
'  be  possible,  both  within  the  building  and  by  adding  the  west  wing  and 
the  garage  at  some  later  time. 

The  committee  anticipates  bringing  complete  plans  before  the  town 
in  the  near  future,  and  hopes  that  Weymouth’s  Tufts  Library  may  soon 
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be  housed  in  a  building  equipped  and  adequate  for  modem  library  serv¬ 
ice  and  one  which  will  be  an  asset  to  our  town. 

Meanwhile  floor  plans  and  the  architect’s  drawing  of  the  proposed 
building  are  at  present  available,  and  the  committee  invites  their  in¬ 
spection  at  the  Main  Library.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS

Gentlemen: 

We  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

The  recreation  facilities  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  have  again  served 
the  needs  of  thousands  of  its  townspeople.  During  the  past  year  the 
beaches,  the  playgrounds,  the  parks  and  the  many  gymnasiums  have 
operated  to  the  fullest  capacity.  Every  effort  is  being  made  by  this 
Commission  to  provide  for  the  recreational  needs  of  the  community. 

Our  improved  facilities  have  been  made  available  to  provide  a  varied, 
wholesome  and  healthful  program.  Constant  efforts  are  being  made  to 
employ  the  most  qualified  leaders  and  to  provide  them  with  in-service 
training  to  the  end  that  the  Town  will  receive  a  maximum  of  safety  and 
efficiency  in  its  recreation  program. 

The  summer  playground  program  included  activities  at  twenty-two 
supervised  playgrounds.  The  program  started  on  June  25  and  extended 
through  August  24,  with  a  staff  of  two  supervisors,  specialists  in 
Archery,  Tennis,  and  Crafts,  and  thirty-six  instructors.  The  annual 
competitive  examination  was  given  to  fifty-three  applicants  to  fill  sixteen 
vacancies. 

The  summer  playground  program  was  conducted  for  the  mentally 
retarded  children  of  the  Town  at  the  South  Jr.  High  School  Playground 
and  gymnasium  while  our  non-segregated  regional  program  for  the  blind 
children  was  offered  at  Negus  Park.  The  children  from  these  two 
programs  were  included  in  the  swimming  instruction  program  at  Wessa- 
gussett  Beach.  Transportation  was  provided  for  all  in  attendance  and 
the  Town  was  reimbursed  50%  of  the  incurred  expenses  of  these  programs 
by  the  Commonwealth,  as  provided  by  Chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  beach  program  opened  on  June  25  and  closed  on  September  3. 
In  that  time  2,688  persons  took  swimming  lessons.  Classes  were  held  in 
two  sections  with  1,560  swimmers  registered  for  July  and  1,128  reg¬ 
istered  for  the  second  section  in  August.  Classes  were  held  for  non- 
swimmers,  beginners,  advanced  beginners,  intermediates,  swimmers, 
junior  and  senior  life-saving,  advanced  swimmers,  adult  swimmers,  syn¬ 
chronized  swimming,  water  safety  aides  and  classes  for  the  blind  and 
exceptional  children. 

A  very  capable  staff  of  one  supervisor,  one  assistant  supervisor, 
nine  swimming  instructors  and  eleven  life  guards  supervised  the  two 
Town  beaches.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Red  Cross,  instructors 
were  trained  at  Aquatic  School  at  Hanson,  Mass.  A  competitive  swim¬ 
ming  and  life  saving  test  was  conducted  for  the  hiring  of  new 
life  guards. 

The  beach  season  was  climaxed  by  a  very  colorful  and  entertaining 
water  carnival  held  at  the  Lake  Street  Beach  on  August  31. 
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The  expansion  and  control  of  the  beach  parking  lot,  through  the 
cooperation  of  the  Police  and  Public  Works  Departments,  added  to  the 
convenience  and  safety  of  all  using  Wessagussett  Beach. 

Permits  were  issued  fairly  to  control  the  heavy  use  of  the  baseball 
and  softball  diamonds  by  the  many  baseball  leagues  within  the  Town. 
Permits  were  also  issued  to  avoid  conflict  of  the  many  organizations 
within  the  Town  who  use  the  parks  for  annual  outings  and  field  days. 

New  junior  size  baseball  fields  were  constructed  at  O’Sullivan  Play¬ 
ground  and  Negus  Park  to  accommodate  the  expanding  youth  baseball 
leagues. 

The  fall  and  winter  programs  which  were  conducted  in  the  school 
gymnasiums  were  expanded  to  meet  the  increased  attendance.  This  was 
made  possible  through  the  continuing  fine  cooperative  relationship  with 
the  School  Department. 

The  Senior  Citizens  program  included  monthly  meetings  and  nu¬ 
merous  special  outings  and  events  for  all  citizens  of  the  Town  over 
sixty  years  of  age.  The  annual  summer  outing  at  Cedarville  as  guests 
of  the  Weymouth  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  annual  Thanks¬ 
giving  dinner,  a  spring  trip  to  Miami  Beach  and  a  fall  tour  of  Niagara 
Falls,  continue  to  be  popular  with  the  Seniors. 

The  Park  Commission  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  appointed  committees,  various  town  officials  and  branches  of 
our  Town  government  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Program.

Gentlemen : 

The  committee  on  Civil  Defense  submit  herewith  their  report  for  the 
Year  1962. 

Our  active  units  have  continued  to  operate  satisfactory  at  a  town 
iOvel.  There  were  no  emergencies  during  the  year  1962,  which  called  for 
our  active  participation.  All  units,  however,  have  continued  regular  meet¬ 
ings. 

An  operational  plan,  requested  by  The  State  of  Massachusetts  under 
The  Mass.  Civil  Defense  Act,  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  as  amended,  has 
been  completed  and  accepted  by  The  Commonwealth.  The  plan  conforms 
with  the  plans  and  policies  of  The  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency, 
with  the  MCDA  Operational  Plan,  and  with  the  MCDA  Sector  2D  opera¬ 
tion  plan.  The  purpose  of  the  Plan  is  to  direct  those  actions  which  will  be 
taken  by  C.  D,  forces,  by  town  employees,  and  the  entire  population  of 
Weymouth  at  a  time  of  impending  or  actual  enemy  attack. 

During  the  year,  a  Civil  Defense  Committee  was  strengthened  by 
the  acquisition  of  an  Advisory  Council,  consisting  of  the  heads  of  all 
Town  Departments.  This  has  resulted  in  the  co-ordination  of  all  tovm 
departments  regarding  their  responsibilities  in  event  The  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  should  be  effected  during  any  emergency. 

The  public  Shelter  Plan  conducted  by  The  Federal  Government  has 
been  completed.  The  results  are  being  analyzed.  The  public  will  be  advised 
as  to  what  action  The  Board  of  Selectmen  consider  advisable. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  those  who  have  con¬ 
tributed  their  time  and  effort,  especially  the  Communications  Unit,  The 
Auxiliary  Police  Unit,  and  all  Town  Departments  for  their  continuous 
cooperation.

Activities  of  the  Harbor  Master  were  more  or  less  routine  during 
the  year  1962.

The  Children’s  Room  at  the  Main  Library  and  Children’s  Depart¬ 
ments  at  the  Branch  Libraries  provide  books  and  reading  guidance 
for  the  boys  and  girls.  Children  under  Senior  High  School  age  are 
entitled  to  a  card  if  the  application  is  signed  by  a  parent  or  guardian. 
Story  hours  for  the  younger  children  are  held  throughout  the  winter 
months :

EIGHTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

Since  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Trustees  of  Tufts  Library 
have  been  serving  as  ex  officio  members  of  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  Town  Moderator  to  secure  plans  for  building  a  new  $400,000 
main  library  building. 

The  first  figures  secured  from  the  architects  indicated  that  the 
cost  of  a  new  library  building  commensurate  with  the  requirements 
of  a  town  the  size  of  Weymouth  would  be  doulble  the  amount  of  money 
suggested  by  the  Town  Meeting.  Since  that  time,  the  committee  has 
gradually  whittled  the  cost  down  until  it  probably  will  not  be  possible 
to  cut  further  without  cutting  out  essential  features  of  a  good  working 
library. 

The  latest  figures  would  give  a  library  building  of  approximately 
33,000  square  feet,  wixh  two-thirds  the  lower  floor  left  to  be  finished 
at  some  future  date  when  money  is  more  plentiful.  The  building 
could  also  be  enlarged  if  necessary.  The  Library  Trustees  hope  that 
favorable  action  will  be  given  to  the  Article  in  this  form  when  it  comes 
up  at  the  first  special  Town  Meeting  following  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

Meanwhile  emerg*ency  repairs  to  the  old  building  in  Washington 
Square  go  merrilv  on.  1962  required  extensive  repairs  to  the  roof. 
Doubtless  some  other  part  of  the  building,  or  some  utility,  will  require 
additional  emergency  repairs  in  1963. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  commend  the  citizens  of  the  Town  who  were 
appointed  to  serve  with  the  Trusi-ees  on  the  new  building  committee. 
Their  work  has  been  most  valuable. 

Particularly  do  the  Trustees  wish  to  commend  the  chairman  of 
the  committee,  Miss  Christine  Evarts,  and  the  town  librarian,  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Cooney,  for  their  professional  assistance. 

As  this  report  is  being  written  the  question  of  the  transfer  of  the 
Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Fund  is  before  the  Supreme  Court.  If  the 
Court’s  decision  is  against  the  transfer  of  the  fund  to  the  South  Shore 
Hospital,  would  it  not  be  the  sensible  thing  to  ask  the  Court  to  allow 
the  transfer  of  the  fund  from  hospital  to  library  use?  The  money  in 
the  Laban  Pratt  Fund  would  build  a  library  in  the  town  that  would 
be  a  credit  to  it  and  be  adequate  for  many  years  to  come.  There  could 
be  a  balance  sufficiently  large  to  provide  a  substitantial  revenue  for  the 
library,  or  there  might  even  be  enough  money  left  in  the  fund  to  build 
a  branch  library  at  East  Weymouth,  where  one  is  'greatly  needed. 
Laban  Pratt  was  a  donor  to  the  Tufts  Library.  Two  of  his  nephews 
were  Trustees  of  the  library  for  many  years.  It  would  not  be  incon- 
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sistent  to  suppose  that  Laban  Pratt,  if  alive,  would  be  in  favor  of  the 
substitution  of  a  library  building  for  a  (hospital  that  would  always 
be  cramped  and  inadequate. 

Outside  of  the  need  for  a  new  main  library  building,  the  big  need 
of  the  library  is  for  more  books,  books  for  the  children,  for  students 
and  for  older  people  who  read  just  because  that  is  their  best  source 
of  recreation.  The  need  for  children’s  books  is  particularly  acute  as 
that  department  of  the  library  has  been  neglected  in  recent  years,  due 
to  lack  of  funds.

1962  has  been  a  year  of  planning.  Much  staff  time  has  been  devoted 
to  collecting  information  and  making  recommendations  for  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  new  main  building.  As  head  librarian  I  have  been  active  in 
the  Eastern  Regional  Council  of  Librarians  which  is  now  completing 
final  plans  for  a  regional  library  service  encompassing  all  of  eastern 
Massachusetts.  When  this  plan  reaches  fruition  later  this  year  Weymouth 
residents  will  have  far  greater  library  resources  to  call  upon,  through 
the  cooperative  efforts  of  many  public  libraries,  backed  up  by  state  funds 
for  regional  library  service.  Improved  inter-library  loan  service,  with 
frequent  deliveries  of  materials,  and  telephone  reference  service  from  a 
regional  center,  probably  the  Boston  Public  Library,  as  well  as  from  a 
nearby  library  serving  as  subregional  center,  will  greatly  help  those  who 
have  exhausted  the  resources  of  the  local  library. 

What  of  the  library  user  who  expects  to  have  his  needs  met  here  in 
Weymouth?  The  plans  for  the  new  main  library  hold  out  to  him  the 
promise  of  a  building  which  can  offer  a  safe,  uncrowded,  comfortable 
place  to  browse,  to  read,  to  study  in  quiet,  to  listen  to  music,  to  see  art 
exhibitions,  to  join  in  group  discussion,  with  space  for  a  larger  book 
collection.  This  library  can  become  the  center  and  common  meeting 
ground  for  a  variety  of  cultural  interests.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
a  town-wide  survey  conducted  by  the  Weymouth  Junior  Chamber  of 
Commerce  this  past  year  showed  that  many  people,  while  rating  our  pre¬ 
sent  library  service  higher  than  any  other  municipal  operation,  still  in¬ 
dicated  a  lack  of  cultural  activities  in  Weymouth.  The  librarian  and  the 
staff  look  to  the  Trustees  and  the  Building  Committee  to  bring  these 
plans  for  the  new  library  to  an  early  realization. 

In  1962  the  annual  Town  Meeting  accepted  a  bequest  for  the  library 
to  be  known  as  the  James  Humphrey  Fund,  in  honor  of  one  of  the 
original  trustees  of  Tufts  Library.  This  is  a  welcome  addition  to  our 
endowment  funds  for  book  purchases,  but  the  library  still  must  depend 
upon  the  town’s  annual  appropriation  for  the  largest  share  of  its  book 
purchases.  If  this  approprition  could  more  nearly  approach  the  standard 
of  fifty  cents  per  capita  for  books  annually,  we  would  have  a  more  ade¬ 
quate  book  supply.  Steady  use,  increasing  prices,  more  varied  demands 
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are  making  inroads  on  our  stock  in  trade  which  only  more  funds  can 
remedy. 

Personnel  changes  this  year  have  emphasized  the  need  to  bring 
library  salaries  to  higher  levels,  especially  for  professionally  trained 
librarians,  if  we  are  to  have  a  staff  who  can  offer  the  informational  and 
educational  service  which  Weymouth  citizens  require. 

During  1962  our  Reference  department  has  answered  a  wide  variety 
of  questions,  both  by  using  the  reference  collection  and  by  referring 
people  to  sources  of  information  beyond  the  library  walls.  Inquiries 
about  Weymouth  history  and  genealogy  continue  to  come  from  all  parts 
of  the  United  States. 

Two  Great  Books  Groups  are  meeting  regulary  at  the  Main  Library. 
L<ist  winter  a  Decisions  Group  met  to  discuss  U.  S.  foreign  policy.  Films 
from  the  library’s  supply  have  been  shown  before  69  Weymouth  organi¬ 
zations  this  year,  as  well  as  being  used  extensively  in  the  library’s  own 
programs.  The  East  Weymouth  Branch  Library  has  served  as  the  meet¬ 
ing  place  for  a  group  of  older  women  interested  in  handicraft. 

Weymouth’s  large  school  population  has  used  the  public  library  ex¬ 
tensively,  accounting  for  increased  circulation  of  books  from  the  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Room,  and  an  8,000  gain  at  the  North  Branch.  Many  classes  from 
the  elementary  schools  visited  the  library  for  instruction  in  the  use  of 
Horary  tools  —  1,250  pupils  came  to  the  Main  Library  alone,  as  well  as 
many  more  to  the  branch  libraries.  101  classroom  deposits  were  sent  to 
schools,  severely  taxing  our  supply  of  children’s  books.  The  scope  of 
library  service  now  needed  by  elementary  school  children  suggests  that 
the  school  authorities  should  consider  the  establishment  of  elementary 
school  libraries  in  their  long  range  plans. 

Further  service  was  offered  by  opening  the  North  and  East  Branch 
libraries  on  Saturday  afternoons,  beginning  the  first  of  October.  Public 
response  has  been  good,  and  use  warrants  the  continuance  of  this  pro¬ 
gram. 

As  a  feature  of  National  Library  Week  the  staff  compiled  an  anno¬ 
tated  booklist  “Good  Reading  in  Larger  Print”.  It  has  been  well  accepted 
and  used  by  our  older  readers. 

The  two  garden  clubs  have  been  generous  with  gifts  of  flowers  and 
plants  to  make  the  libraries  more  attractive.  Many  people  have  given 
books  and  periodicals  which  have  been  welcome  additions.  To  all  these 
people  we  extend  our  thanks  for  their  interest  in  the  libr&ry  . 

To  the  staff  who  have  served  well,  sometimes  under  difficult  working 
conditions,  I  express  my  appreciation,  as  well  as  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
who  have  given  many  hours  to  the  consideration  of  library  policies  and 
problems.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Weymouth  for  the  period  from  September  1,  1959  to 
June  3,  1961,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr. 
William  Schwartz,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Weymouth  for  the  period  from  September  1,  1959,  the 
date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  June  3,  1961,  and  submit  the  follow¬ 
ing  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  shown  on  the  books  and 
records  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for 
the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the  offices  of  the  town  accountant 
and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s  office  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  general  and  appropriation  ledgers  were 
analyzed  and  proved.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer’s  cash  book,  while  the  payments,  as  entered,  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book  and  with  the  treasury  warrants.  The 
appropriations,  transfers,  and  loans  authorized,  as  recorded  on  the 
ledgers,  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  financial  votes 
passed  at  town  meetings  and  with  the  finance  committee’s  records  of 
transfers  authorized  from  the  reserve  fund.  A  balance  sheet  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  June  3,  1961  was  prepared  and 
is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  records 
in  the  several  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the  town, 
with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
and  with  the  town  accountant’s  records.  The  disbursements  were  checked 
with  the  town  accountant’s  books  and  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  June  3,  1961  was  proved  by  verifica¬ 
tion  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  examination  of  the  savings  bank  books, 
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by  verification  of  the  securities,  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  bal¬ 
ances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  checked  with  the 
cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file.  The  outstanding  coupons  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  bank  balances  as  shown  by  statements 
furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal 
and  State  taxes  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s 
ledger. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  and  assessments  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  books  and 
the  foreclosures  were  verified.  The  recorded  redemptions  of  tax  titles 
and  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possession  on  hand  June  3,  1961  were  listed, 
reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger,  and  checked  with  the 
records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investments 
of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved,  the 
transfers  to  the  town  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts, 
and  the  cash  balances  on  June  3,  1961  were  proved  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 
The  retirements  fund  transactions  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the 
Contributory  Retirement  Board. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  taxes,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  and 
assessments  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well 
as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  proved  with  the 
assessors’  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  cash  books  were 
footed,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  abatements 
were  checked  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  the 
taxes  and  assessments  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
town  accountant’s  ledger.  The  tax  collector’s  cash  baiance  on  June  3, 
1961  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  were  proved,  the 
recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accoun¬ 
tant’s  books,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  records  of  the 
departments  authorized  to  grant  them,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed,  proved  with  the  departmental  controls,  and  reconciled  with 
the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  were 
further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies 
received  thereto  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  assessors’  computations  of  the  tax  rates  for  the  years  1960  and 
1961  were  examined  and  checked.  The  records  of  abatements  granted  by

the  board  of  assessors  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  books  of 
the  collector  and  the  town  accountant,  while  the  warrants  to  the  collector 
were  listed  and  compared  with  the  detailed  commitment  lists. 

The  records  of  deferred  sewer  assessments  were  examined,  the 
payments  in  advance  and  the  amounts  due  and  added  to  taxes  were 
verified,  while  the  apportionments  due  in  future  years  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger  controls. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
issued,  as  well  as  from  marriage  intentions,  recording  fees,  copies  of 
records,  and  miscellaneous  charges,  were  verified  and  compared  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  June  3,  1961  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in 
the  office. 

The  financial  votes  passed  at  town  meetings,  as  recorded  by  the 
town  clerk,  were  checked  in  detail  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger, 
the  aggregates  of  the  appropriations  being  compared  with  the  assessors’ 
computations  of  the  tax  rates. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required  to  furnish 
them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen,  of  the  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures,  and  of  the  police,  health,  school,  and  library  departments, 
as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  were 
examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this  report 
tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s,  tax  collector’s,  and 
town  clerk’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title, 
departmental,  and  water  accounts  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  con¬ 
dition  and  transactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  extended  by  all 
town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the  period  from  June  4, 
1961  to  March  17,  1982,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chap¬ 
ter  44,  Geneal  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by 
Mr.  William  iSdhwartz,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

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Sir: 


In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the 
period  from  June  4,  1961,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to 
March  17,  1962,  preparatory  to  the  transfer  of  the  books  and  accounts 
and  of  the  cash  and  securities  to  the  newly  elected  Treasurer  and  re¬ 
port  thereon  as  follows: 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed  throughout,  and  the  recorded 
receipts  were  compared  with  the  Town  Accountant’s  records,  with  the 
records  of  the  departments  making  payments  to  the  Treasurer,  and  with 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  Town  Treasury. 
The  disbursements  were  compared  with  the  Town  Accountant’s  books 
and  with  the  Treasury  warrants. 

The  Treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  March  17,  1962  was  proved  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  examination  of  the  Savings 
Bankbooks,  by  verifications  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury  bills  and  certificates 
of  deposit,  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  Bank  balances  with  statements 
furnished  by  the  Banks  of  deposit. 

The  interest  received  on  invested  general  cash  was  proved  by  an 
analysis  of  the  purchases  and  sales  of  the  United  States  Treasury  bills 
and  by  examination  of  the  Savings  Bank  books. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal  and  State 
taxes  were  examined.  The  deductions  were  proved,  the  payments  to 
the  proper  agencies  were  verified,  and  the  balances  to  the  credit  of  the 
employees  were  reconciled  with  the  controlling  accounts  in  the  Town 
Accountant’s  ledger. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were 
checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file.  The  outstanding  coupons 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  bank  balances  a,s  shown  by  state¬ 
ments  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit.  > 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  Town 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  amounts  transferred  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  records,  the  report¬ 
ed  redemptions  of  tax  titles  and  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  compared 
with  the  Treasurer’s  recorded  receipts,  the  foreclosures  were  verified, 
and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  March  17,  1962  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  Town  Accountant’s  ledger  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer,  as  custodian  of 
the  several  trust  funds  and  as  treasurer  of  the  contributory  retirement 
system,  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  Savings  Bank  books 
and  securities  representing  the  investments  of  the  funds  were  examined 
and  listed,  the  income  was  proved,  and  all  other  transactions  were  veri¬ 
fied.  The  balances  of  the  funds  were  reconciled  with  the  records  of  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  the  Town  Accountant,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  re¬ 
tirement  funds,  with  the  books  of  the  Retirement  Board. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable  com¬ 
mitted  to  the  Town  Treasurer  were  examined  and  checked.  The  re¬ 
corded  receipts  were  checkd  with  the  payments  to  the  Treasurer,  the 
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abatements,  as  entered,  were  compared  with  the  departmental  records 
of  abatements  yranted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  Town  Accountant’s  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  departmental  and  water  accounts 
was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  Town,  and  from  the  replies 
received  thereto  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  surety  bond  of  the  newly  elected  Treasurer  furnished  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  was  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
proper  form.  j 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the 
Treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  title,  tax  possession,  depart¬ 
mental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition 
and  tranactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

I  wish  to  express  appreciation,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  for  the  cooperation  received  from  the  Town  officials  while  en¬ 
gaged  in  making  the  audit.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  opening  of  the  new  Weymouth  High  School  in  December  of 
this  year  was  probably  the  most  newsworthy  event  of  1962.  The 
elimination  of  double  sessions  due  to  the  opening  of  the  new  High 
School  was  probably  deemed  an  event  of  equal  significance  by  all 
parties  involved.  Double  sessions,  due  to  overcrowded  classes,  have 
been  unavoidable  and,  from  an  educational  standpoint  have  been  a 
decided  hardship  to  both  teachers  and  pupils  as  well  as  a  burden 
to  parents.  The  understanding  and  co-operation  of  all  parties  involved 
during  this  period  of  adjustment  has  been  remarkable.  All  problems 
I  of  overcrowding,  however,  have  not  been  eliminated  by  the  opening 
of  the  new  High  iSchool  nor  will  they  be  eliminated  in  the  foreseeable 
1  future.  A  large  part  of  the  sophomore  class  will  remain  at  the  old 
I  High  School  building  pending  a  thorough  evaluation  of  school  needs 
[  on  a  secondary  level.  The  decision  whether  or  not  to  build  an  addi- 
i  tion  to  the  new  High  School  must  then  be  made.  It  presently  appears 
;  that  the  elementary  school  facilities  are  adequate  to  take  care  of  all 
i  current  needs. 

The  Vocational  wing  of  the  new  High  School,  which  opened  in 
<  Septemiber  of  1962,  has  provided  facilities  for  three  new  courses, 
i  namely,  electronics,  auto  body  work,  and  offset  lithography. 

The  Summer  School,  which  had  its  initial  session  in  1959,  has 
;  proved  to  be  a  marked  success.  Nearly  five  hundred  pupils  attended 
e  this  past  summer,  some  for  remedial  work,  some  for  advanced  study 
1  or  to  take  courses  which  they  had  been  unable  to  take  earlier  because 
I  of  scheduling  difficulties.  Some  of  our  very  best  teachers  taught 
f  courses  in  the  summer  session  and  this  added  measurably  to  its. 


The  various  school  building’s  have  been  in  use  not  only  during  the 
summer  session  but  are,  of  course,  available  to  the  townspeople  upon 
proper  application  and  clearance  for  a  number  of  oivic  groups.  P.T.A. 
'groups,  Scout  and  Camp  Fire  groups  and  local  neighborhood  associa¬ 
tions  use  them  ratber  regularly  throughout  the  school  year. 

To  further  co-ordinate  a  program  of  studies  from  a  junior  high 
school  level  through  high  school,  the  School  Committee  met  this  year 
on  separate  evenings  with  the  various  Heads  of  Departments  who  out¬ 
lined  programs  and  made  suggestions  to  improve  the  course  of  studies. 
The  Committee  has  adopted  many  of  these  recommendations. 

The  appended  budget  for  1983  involved  many  hours  of  preparation 
and  deliberation.  In  1962  the  State  Legislature  enacted  laws  making 
the  minimum  pay  of  a  teacher  $4, '500  without  any  increased  state 
aid  to  offset  the  added  cost  to  the  local  taxpayer.  During  the  current 
year  the  School  Committee  granted  a  flat  $300  per  person  raise  to 
the  teaching  personnel  after  a  careful  study  and  analysis  of  com¬ 
parable  neighboring  communities.  With  other  towns  and  cities  seek¬ 
ing  to  employ  the  top-ranking  graduates  who  are  entering  the  teach¬ 
ing  profession,  it  was  felt  that  Weymouth  must  be  in  a  competitive 
bargaining  position  if  we  are  to  have  the  best  for  our  children.  Sixty- 
eight  per  cent  of  cur  budget  represents  teachers’  salaries,  namely, 
$3,137,284.  The  per  pupil  cost  continues  to  be  in  the  medium  bracket 
compared  to  the  remainder  of  the  Commonwealth. 

To  provide  the  best  school  system  within  its  power  has  been  the 
single  aim  of  your  Committee.  To  that  end  it  extends  its  most  sin¬ 
cere  thanks  to  the  entire  administrative  staff  of  that  school  system 
for  its  intolerance  of  mediocrity  in  this  regard.  Last  summer,  due  to 
his  acceptance  of  a  position  out  of  state,  the  Committee  accepted  with 
sincere  regret  the  resignation  of  Robert  N.  dander  who  had  served 
with  distinction  on  this  Committee  for  the  previous  five  years.  A 
joint  meeting  of  the  'Selectmen  and  the  School  Committee  resulted  in 
the  unanimous  election  of  Henry  Hoffman,  a  former  School  Committee 
member,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

In  closing  may  we  extend  a  word  of  thanks  to  our  Town  Counsel, 
Robert  H.  Gaughen,  for  his  prompt  attention  to  our  requests  for  opinions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I  respectfully  submit  my  eighteenth  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  seventy-seventh  report  since  the  office  was  established. 

Excerpts  from  the  reports  of  directors,  supervisors  and  special 
teachers  follow: 

1.  ART 

Year  by  year  progress  has  been  made  in  improving  the  art  de¬ 
partment  and  1962  has  been  no  exception. 

With  the  addition  of  another  art  teacher  to  cover  the  scattered 
seventh  grades  and  the  afternoon  session  of  the  hig!h  school  sophomores 
the  work  load  has  been  eased  on  the  elementary  art  supervisors.  Miss 
Miriam  Gourley,  a  Massachusetts  College  of  Art  graduate  and  one  of 
our  own  former  high  school  graduates,  was  appointed  to  this  position. 
Next  year,  with  the  old  school  operating  as  a  junior-senior  high  school 
combination,  one  more  secondary  art  teacher  will  be  needed  to  care  for 
the  art  in  that  building  in  addition  to  Miss  Gourley.  All  classes  should 
then  be  well  cared  for. 

The  first  Weymouth  Teachers’  Convention  held  last  Spring  at  the 
Central  Junior  High  School  was  notable  for  a  large  general  Art  Ex¬ 
hibit  which  cur  art  department  staged.  It  was  a  massive  show  and 
covered  all  levels  of  work  from  the  first  grade  through  high  school.  It 
was  set  up  in  the  lobby  and  wide  corridors  of  the  school.  Weymouth 
has  not  made  a  practice  of  large  general  exhibitions  very  often,  for  it 
takes  so  many  hours  of  preparation  that  the  classroom  work  of  teachers 
and  pupils  has  to  be  set  aside.  However,  occasional  exhibits  can  be 
stimulating  and  we  were  especially  glad  to  have  the  public  invited  for 
an  evening  open-house  to  see  the  childrens’  work  as  a  comnlete  unit. 
Displays  are  on  constant  view  in  each  school  around  town  throughouti 
the  year,  but  it  was  fine  to  have  the  overall  display  for  this  occasion. 

A  competitive  show  v/hich  we  enter  annually  is  the  Scholastic  Mag¬ 
azine  National  Art  Exhibition  for  secondary  schools.  Weymouth  usual¬ 
ly  submits  sixty  or  seventy  pieces  of  work  and  a  substantial  number 
were  selected  and  hung  at  the  Boston  University  Art  Gallery  this  year. 
The  Boston  Globe  sponsors  this  show  and  cares  for  all  costs.  Awards 
are  given  on  the  national  level  to  those  whose  work  receives  local  credit 
in  the  form  of  Gold  Keys,  Blue  Ribbons,  or  Awards  of  Merit.  In  1962 
five  junior  high  students  and  thirteen  senior  high  students  were  given 
such  recognition.  Their  work  was  of  high  caliber  and  a  credit  to  them, 
their  teachers  and  the  towm. 

Some  art  work  from  Weymouth  was  submitted  to  the  Red  Cross 
for  an  International  School  Art  exchange  and  one  mount  containing 
two  decorative  panels  by  twins,  Andrew  and  Stephen  Rockwood,  was 
sent  on  as  part  of  the  travelling  show  visiting  many  countries.  Miss 
Marion  Ray  has  collaborated  as  a  collector  for  this  work  as  a  committee 
member  for  the  Eastern  Arts  Association.  Miss  Vera  Freeman  was  the 
supervisor  under  whose  direction  the  work  by  the  twins  was  done  in 
the  room  of  Mrs.  Jeanne  Dawe  at  the  Pond  School. 

The  high  school  classes  of  Mr.  Philip  Dolan  were  requested  to  send 
to  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art  an  exhibition  of  the  regular  work 
of  these  classes  as  an  example  for  the  student  teachers  to  view  and 
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study.  Tliat  is  indeed  high  commendation.  Opportunity  was  given 
several  students  from  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art  to  observe  and 
practice  teach  with  our  competent  art  staff  and  we  also  had  one  stu¬ 
dent  from  Boston  University  Art  Education  Department.  We  are  al¬ 
ways  glad  to  help  young  students  in  this  way  whenever  time  and  plac¬ 
ing  permit. 

Our  Art  teachers  have  attended  numerous  state-wide  art  meetings 
held  by  the  Massachusetts  Art  Education  Association,  the  New  England 
'School  Development  Council  and  several  art  workshops  on  pottery. 
Five  of  our  art  staff  took  one  or  more  Summer  courses  in  crafts  and 
several  others  continued  their  evening  Winter  courses  in  drawing  and 
painting  with  Carl  Nelson  at  the  Boston  Y.W.C.A. 

The  Fall  of  19’82  has  been  a  difficult  one  for  all  concerned  with  the 
high  school,  because  of  the  aggravating  uncertainty  of  the  move  to  the 
new  school.  The  fact  that  the  art  rooms  have  lagged  so  far  behind 
the  completion  of  the  other  parts  of  the  building  has  made  it  impossible 
to  move  the  large  amount  of  art  equipment  and  iget  things  organized 
ahead  of  school  occupancy.  This  is  a  fairly  simple  matter  for  the  usual 
classroom  set-up,  but  something  very  different  for  the  laboratory  or 
studio  type  room.  It  has  been  most  unfortunate  and  the  uncertainty 
has  left  its  mark. 

Another  year  has  ended  and  again  a  word  of  appreciation  is  in  or¬ 
der  for  the  co-operation  and  faithful  diligence  of  all  our  art  staff  in 
giving  Weymouth  children  the  best  possible  education  in  art. 

2.  MUSIC 


The  instructional  program  in  music  falls  into  two  general  cate¬ 
gories:  vocal  and  instrumental. 

Vocal  music  is  a  part  of  the  curriculum  in  all  grades  of  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools.  This  program  is  supervised  by  Mr.  John  Lyons,  Mrs, 
Marion  Carpenter  and  Mrs.  Mary  Mulligan,  who  make  bi-weekly  visits 
to  every  classroom.  The  transition  to  the  new  series  of  music  text¬ 
books  is  not  yet  complete,  but  it  is  evident  that  those  teachers  who  do 
have  them  are  using  them  with  greater  success.  Record  albums  con¬ 
taining  many  of  the  songs  in  the  books  and  orchestral  pieces  for  music 
appreciatien  broaden  the  scope  of  the  program,  helping  to  make  it 
possible  for  those  teachers  who  have  had  little  or  no  musical  back¬ 
ground  or  training  to  do  a  better  job  of  music  teaching. 

Music  has  played  an  important  part  in  seasonal  and  special  pro¬ 
grams  and  assemblies  in  all  schools.  Once  again  it  should  be  stated 
that  this  is  not  the  prime  function  of  music  in  the  school,  but  rather 
an  important  by-product  which  is  and  should  be  a  factor  in  the  total 
musical  growth  of  the  child. 

Several  elementary  schools  have  their  own  glee  clubs,  many  of 
which  were  heard  at  PTA  programs  and  other  events.  A  combined 
Glee  'Club  from  the  Pond,  Nevin  and  Talbot  Schools  numbering  300 
voices  sang  at  the  Annual  Spring  Music  Festival.  Forty-seven  of 
these  children  also  participated  in  a  concert  presented  by  the  Scituate 
Choral  Art  Society.  They  were  trained  by  Mrs.  'Carpenter  with  very 
limited  rehearsal  opportunities.  An  article  about  this  group  appeared 
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in  the  Spring  issue  of  Massachusetts  Music  News  Magazine,  and  also 
this  Fall  in  the  Massachusetts  Teachers’  Association  Journal. 

At  the  junior  high  level,  the  vocal  program  offers  more  specialized 
opportunities  in  addition  to  the  required  and  elective  music  classes. 
Choruses  and  glee  clubs  are  organized  for  all  who  have  an  interest. 
Bicknell  Junior  High  presented  an  operetta,  “Miss  Cherry  Blossom,” 
under  the  musical  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary  Mulligan.  Outstanding  pro¬ 
grams  were  presented  in  each  of  the  junior  high  schools  during  the 
Christmas  season,  which  gave  evidence  of  the  manner  in  which  our  fine 
musical  talent  is  being  developed. 

The  instrumental  program  in  the  elementary  schools  continues  to 
develop  and  grow.  At  present  approximately  400'  students  are  partici¬ 
pating  at  this  level  in  the  program  of  instrumental  instruction.  Most 
.schools  now  have  their  own  ensemble,  and  in  some  cases  these  newly 
formed  groups  have  already  performed.  Later  in  this  school  year,  se¬ 
lections  will  be  made  from  these  ensembles  of  the  outstanding  students 
who  will  form  an  All-Town  Band  and  Orchestra.  Several  of  these  stu¬ 
dents  participated  in  last  year’s  town-wide  groups  which  performed  at 
the  Spring  Musical  Festival.  Arrangements  are  made  to  take  the  Band 
and  Orchestra  on  a  short  “tour”  of  elementary  schools  in  June. 

Two  new  teachers  on  our  music  staff  have  aided  greatly  in  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  our  elementary  instrumental  program.  Mr.  Paul  Alia- 
poulio'S  replaced  Mr.  Philip  Berry,  and  in  addition  to  conducting  begin¬ 
ner  classes  and  ensembles,  is  director  of  the  High  School  Chorus.  Mr. 
David  Brayton,  in  addition  to  conducting  beginner  classes  and  ensem¬ 
bles,  is  now  the  director  of  the  Central  Junior  High  School  Band. 

The  South  Junior  High  Band  or  Orchestra  took  part  in  six  special 
programs  at  the  school  in  addition  to  the  Christmas  Concert,  Veterans’ 
and  Memorial  Day  Parades,  and  regular  school  assemblies.  These 
groups  continue  to  grow  even  though  there  are  no  seventh  grades  at 
South.  Some  seventh  grade  musicians  are  transported  for  rehearsals 
twice  weekly.  The  outstanding  work  of  these  groups,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Edwin  Burke,  is  more  evident  each  year  as  students  move 
on  to  Weymouth  High  School. 

The  Central  Junior  High  Band  assisted  in  or  presented  several  spe¬ 
cial  programs  in  addition  to  the  regular  school  assemblies,  and  civic 
parades.  A  group  of  over  forty  singers  and  instrumentalists  provided 
Christmas  music  at  a  local  nursing  home. 

The  Bicknell  Junior  High  Band,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Richard 
Haapaoja,  performed  at  the  Johnson  School  Christmas  party,  a  special 
Lincoln  Day  assembly.  Memorial  Day  assemblies,  and  at  the  Annual 
Final  Assemblh.  The  growth  at  Bicknell,  as  with  all  junior  highs,  is 
directly  related  to  the  instrumental  program  initiated  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  that  area.  The  elementary  school  ensembles  are  extremely 
important  in  sustaining  interest  and  continuity. 

The  High  School  Chorus,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Philip  Berry, 
appeared  at  the  Spring  Concert.  Several  students  were  selected  to 
participate  in  District,  State  and  New  England  Festivals.  The  chorus 
was  delayed  in  organizing  this  Fall  because  of  lack  of  space  in  the 
High  School.,  and  finally  made  use  of  a  room  in  the  old  Vocational 
School.  Twenty-five  students  participated  in  District  and  New  Eng- 
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land  Solo  and  Ensemble  Festivals.  Several  have  been  selected  to  audi¬ 
tion  for  the  State  Festival  in  1903.  The  chorus  sang  for  the  Bridge- 
vrater  Club  in  November,  and  at  the  South  Shore  Hospital  during  the 
holiday  season.  A  smaller  “Chorale”  entertained  at  a  'Music  Parents’ 
Association  Meeting. 

The  High  School  band  performed  at  all  footiball  games,  weather 
permitting,  as  well  as  the  two  civic  parades.  The  band  was  heard  at 
a  football  rally,  school  aasembly,  first  annual  Weymouth  Teachers’  As¬ 
sociation  Convention,  at  the  Spring  Concert,  and  at  High  School  Gradua¬ 
tion.  A  total  of  over  fifty  High  School  students  took  special  auditions 
and  attended  District,  State  and  New  England  Music  Festivals  during 
the  year.  Many  earned  high  positions  in  these  organizations. 

A  great  deal  of  financial  assistance  to  the  music  program  was 
provided  by  the  Weymouth  High  School  Music  Parents’  Association, 
which  raised  and  spent  nearly  one  thousand  dollars,  in  helping  with 
registration  fees,  transportation,  scholarships,  a  trip  to  the  Boston 
Pops  Concert,  and  the  annual  party  for  the  music  students. 

Two  members  of  the  1962  graduating  class  were  the  recipients  of 
full  tuition  scholarships  for  the  furtherance  of  their  moisical  study. 
Elizabeth  Hodges  is  now  attending  Eastman  School  of  Music,  and 
'Laraine  Hawes  is  at  Boston  University.  Both  of  these  young  musicians 
had  also  won  the  Wollaston  Glee  Club  Scholarship,  Miss  Hawes  in 
1961,  and  Miss  Hodges  in  1962. 

Nearly  200  students  participated  in  the  Weymouth  Solo  and  En¬ 
semble  Festival  in  February  despite  a  severe  storm.  Awards  were  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  Spring  Festival.  For  the  first  time  at  Weymouth  High 
iSchool  the  John  Philip  Sousa  Band  Award  was  presented  to  the  out¬ 
standing  senior  member  of  the  band.  The  initial  winner  was  Elizabeth 
Hodges. 

All  members  of  the  chorus  and  every  instrumentalist  looks  for¬ 
ward  with  anticipation  to  using  the  fine  facilities  for  music  at  the  new 
High  School. 

3.  PHYSICAL  BDUOATION  AND  ATHLETICS 

The  most  significant  development  in  the  Physical  Education  program 
in  the  Weymouth  Schools  was  the  action  by  the  iSchool  Committee  in 
making  pihysical  education  compulsory  a  minimum  of  two  periods  weekly 
in  grades  one  through  twelve,  including  the  Vo'Cational  High  School. 
In  the  past,  due  to  lack  of  facilities,  physical  education  has  been  optional 
in  grades  11  and  12  and  nonexistent  in  the  Vocational  School.  The  new 
physical  education  plant  has  a  sufficient  number  of  teaching  stations 
to  carry  out  this  more  adequate  program. 

For  the  past  three  or  four  years,  the  Physical  Education  program 
in  the  elementary  schools  has  concentrated  on  body  building  activities. 
During  this  time  there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  physical 
ability  of  the  pupils.  In  order  to  evaluate  our  program,  the  Kraus- 
Weber  Test  of  Muscular  Fitness  has  been  given  to  pupils  in  Grades 
1  and  3.  A  child  who  is  muscularly  fit  should  be  able  to  pass  the  en¬ 
tire  test.  In  1960,  21%  of  the  pupils  failed,  whereas  in  1962  only  8% 
failed.  The  Pingree  School  scored  the  highest  with  only  2%  of  the 
pupils  failing.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  are  consistently  more 
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boys  than  girls  who  fail  to  pass  the  test.  Most  failures  are  because  of 
weak  abdominal  muscles.  This  year  we  gave  a  test  suggested  by  the 
President’s  Council  on  Physical  Fitness  in  Grades  4,  5,  and  6.  Most 
failures  in  this  test  were  because  of  weak  arm  muscles.  Consequently, 
activities  which  build  arm  strength  will  be  stressed  in  the  future.  Al¬ 
though  the  emphasis  is  on  Physical  Fitness,  the  department  makes  a 
concerted  effort  to  give  the  child  a  well-rounded  program  of  activities. 

The  elementary  school  athletic  program  for  boys  had  its  highest 
attendance  last  year.  In  the  past,  a  two-division  league  has  been  in  op¬ 
eration.  In  order  to  cut  down  on  the  amount  of  travel  involved,  a  three- 
division  league  was  in  effect  this  year.  On  the  basis  of  one  point  for 
first  place  in  each  division  in  each  sport,  two  for  second,  three  for 
third,  etc.,  the  champion  for  the  year  went  to  the  school  having  the 
lowest  point  total  for  all  sports.  The  Hunt  School  won  custody  of  the 
trophy  for  the  past  year.  Under  the  co-ordination  of  Vincent  Hagerty, 
this  elementary  progi’am  should  improve  each  year.  This  athletic  pro¬ 
gram  i,s  very  worth-while  as  it  is  supervised  in  each  school  by  a  male 
member  of  the  teaching  staff  in  that  school  and  it  plays  a  very  integral 
role  in  the  overall  develotpment  of  the  boy. 

A  program  of  varied  a;ctivity  was  carried  on  during  the  Winter  sea¬ 
son  for  girls  in  grades  5  and  6.  This  program  was  also  very  well  at¬ 
tended. 

The  junior  high  school  athletic  program  is  at  present  a  very  solid, 
nonpressure,  exploratory  one.  The  regulations  and  procedures  set  up 
for  the  conduct  of  this  program  insure  against  the  possibility  of  the 
program  being  over-emjihasized  or  thrown  out  of  proportion  to  the 
overall  basic  philosophy  of  the  junior  high  school  educational  objectives. 
In  the  past  years  the  opportunity  to  participate  has  been  limited  to  the 
physically  gifted  few,  rather  than  the  majority.  Such  activities  as 
Football  and  Basketball  place  a  premium  on  weight  and  heig*ht.  An 
activity  such  as  Track  stresses  for  running  events  and  size  for  field 
events. 

In  keeping  with  the  objectives  of  this  department,  the  high  school 
athletic  program  has  been  expanded  to  include  Golf,  Tennis,  Wrestling, 
and  Gym  teams.  It  is  possible  for  a  boy  weighing  lOO!  lbs.  to  become  a 
State  wrestling  champion,  as  the  competition  is  by  weight  division. 

I  do  not  believe  it  necessary  to  repeat  the  problems  and  frustra¬ 
tions  confronting  this  department  for  the  past  three  years  due  to  dou¬ 
ble  sessions  in  the  high  school.  With  the  return  of  single  sessions,  the 
adjustment  should  be  rapid  and  the  performance  of  all  the  athletic 
teams  should  be  more  representative. 

4.  GUIDANCE 

Twenty  years  ago  the  Department  of  Guidance  Services  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools.  It  was  one  of  ten  guidance 
departments  within  the  Commonwealth,  all  organized  at  about  the  same 
time.  Now,  guidance  departments  exist  in  almost  every  school  system 
in  'Massachusetts  and  in  other  states. 

This  growth  in  public  school  guidance  work  is  the  result  of  the  fact 
that  our  increasingly  complex  society  has  brought  with  it  a  greater 
need  for  more  attention  to  the  individual,  a  need  wihich  guidance  ful- 
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fills.  The  Massachusetts  Council  for  Public  Schools  in  its  book,  “Guid¬ 
ance  in  the  Public  Schools,”  January  1962,  emphasizes  the  role  of  ^id- 
ance  by  relating  it  to  that  heritage  of  our  western  civilization  which 
“stresses  constantly  the  importance  of  the  individual.”  In  connection 
with  this  relationship,  the  council  sets  forth  a  commonly  accepted  def¬ 
inition  of  guidance;  namely,  that  “guidance  is  that  part  of  a  school  sys¬ 
tem’s  total  educational  program  which,  in  a  systematic  and  organized 
way,  attempts  to  help  meet  the  special  needs  of  the  individual  pupils 
which  cannot  be  met  through  the  normal  instructional  practices  or  ad¬ 
ministrative  procedures  of  the  given  school  system.” 

This  definition  clearly  establishes  the  place  for  guidance  in  the 
schools.  With  this  framework  in  mind,  it  is  now  possible  to  review  the 
Weymouth  guidance  program  of  the  past  year  in  terms  of  the  various 
activities  of  which  it  consists. 

One  of  these  basic  activities  is  the  collecting,  in  a  systematic  and 
organized  way,  of  pertinent  information  about  all  students.  Without 
this  information,  it  is  impossible  to  counsel  with  students  and  meet 
their  needs.  This  information  includes  school  marks,  teacher  observa¬ 
tions,  expressed  pupil  interest  and  plans,  past  records,  achievement 
and  aptitude  tests  results.  During  the  past  year,  the  collection  of  this 
pertinent  information  continued  as  in  other  years  with  the  exception  of 
two  changes  in  the  testing  program.  One  change  was  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Differential  Aptitude  Tests.  These  tests  were  moved  from 
Grade  8  to  Grade  9  in  the  interests  of  greater  predictive  accuracy. 
The  other  change  was  in  reference  to  the  administration  of  the  Lorge- 
Thorndike  Mental  Ability  Tests.  These  tests,  which  were  added  to  the 
testing  program,  were  administered  in  Grade  10  in  order  to  provide  a 
high  school  mental  ability  test  score  which  could  be  added  to  the  tran¬ 
script  records  of  seniors  going  on  to  college  and  also  to  the  records  of 
seniors  entering  those  industries  which  require  additional  high  school 
test  information. 

Another  basic  activity  is  the  collection  of  the  various  kinds  of  edu¬ 
cational  and  vocational  information  so  necessary  in  assisting  students 
and  their  parents  in  the  making  of  educational  and  vocational  decisions. 
Carrying  on  this  activity  involves  the  maintenance  of  a  reference  li¬ 
brary  of  educational  and  vocational  information  including  a  complete 
and  continuing  collection  of  college  and  university  catalogues,  pam¬ 
phlets  on  technical  schools  and  junior  colleges,  part-time  and  evening 
educational  opportunities,  an  up-to-date  collection  of  occupational  briefs 
and  monographs,  and  the  material  from  private  and  public  informa¬ 
tion  services  providing  up-to-the  minute  facts  about  colleges,  occupa¬ 
tions,  and  scholarships.  During  the  past  year,  the  number  of  these  in¬ 
formational  services  was  increased  from  seven  to  eight  with  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  “Careers,”  a  service  providing  card  summaries  of  educational 
and  vocational  information  in  a  visible  filing  plan  convenient  for  stu¬ 
dent  use. 

A  third  basic  activity  of  guidance,  the  key  element  in  the  guidance 
program,  is  that  of  counseling.  Since  all  other  elements  are  aids  to 
counseling,  no  program  can  be  properly  labeled  as  a  guidance  program 
unless  it  includes  counseling.  Each  student  in  the  junior  high  schools 
and  in  the  senior  high  school  has  at  least  one  counseling  interview  dur¬ 
ing  the  school  year.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
State  plan  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act.  In  addition,  many 
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other  interviews  take  place.  A  summary  of  these  conferences  and  in¬ 
terviews  which  were  carried  on  during  the  past  year  in  the  high  school 
guidance  office  is  set  forth  in  the  following  paragraph: 

There  was  a  grand  total  of  6,43S  conferences  and  interviews.  This 
included  2,982  schedulcjd  conferences  for  w'hich  the  students  were  asked 
to  come  and  2,770  voluntary  conferences  which  were  requested  by  the 
students  themselves.  Since  students  may  come  to  the  counselors  at  any 
time  and  as  often  as  they  desire,  these  totals  are  taibulated  on  the  basis 
of  each  visit  made  by  students  to  the  high  school  guidance  office.  The 
grand  total  of  conferences  also  includes  271  visits  from  parents  and 
415  other  conferences  involving  veterans,  graduates,  employers,  college 
admissions  officers,  and  others. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year,  a  change  was  made 
in  the  counseling  personnel  by  placing  on  a  full-time  basis  one  of  the 
high  school  counselors  who  had  been  serving  half  time.  This  was  neces¬ 
sary  in  order  to  provide  for  those  sophomores  who  were  assigned  to 
the  afternoon  session  and  who  remained  in  the  old  high  school  building 
at  the  time  that  the  new  high  school  building  went  into  operation. 

A  fourth  basic  activity  within  the  guidance  program  is  the  follow 
up  of  high  school  graduates.  This  is  done  in  the  Spring  of  each  year 
by  contacting  the  students  who  graduated  the  preceding  June.  A 
follow-up  survey  has  been  carried  on  for  the  past  fourteen  years. 
Copies  of  the  most  recent  follow  up,  that  of  the  Class  of  1961,  may  be 
obtained  at  the  high  school  guidance  office. 

For  the  past  several  years,  each  annual  report  has  included  a 
summary  of  the  college  admissions  situation.  The  personnel  of  the 
guidance  department  continues  to  emphasize  the  need  for  early  plan¬ 
ning.  As  in  the  past,  seniors  should  have  their  applications  submitted 
before  January  1st  of  their  senior  year,  and  they  should  plan  to  take 
the  College  Board  Examinations  in  December  and  January.  Juniors 
should  take  their  first  College  Board  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  in  March 
of  the  junior  year  and  the  College  Board  Achievement  Tests  in  recom¬ 
mended  subjects  in  the  following  May.  Because  of  the  necessity  for 
early  planning,  the  guidance  department  organized  a  “College  Clinic” 
for  juniors  in  1961.  This  clinic  will  continue  to  meet  each  week  from 
March  to  May  during  each  school  year  and  juniors  in  the  college  pre¬ 
paratory  program  are  urged  to  attend. 

The  average  age  for  high  school  graduates  is  18  years.  It  k  well 
to  note  that  statistics  show  a  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  18  year 
olds  in  Massachusetts  as  well  as  in  other  states  in  1964.  Thus,  the 
present  class  of  high  school  juniors  who  are  soon  to  become  seniors  will 
be  faced  with  greater  competition  for  college  admission  than  that  faced 
by  other  graduating  classes  in  recent  years.  College  admission  will  be 
offered  first  to  students  with  high  academic  standing  and  to  those  who 
have  achieved  success  in  advanced  work.  Students  with  average  aca¬ 
demic  records,  or  lower  than  average,  may  be  forced  to  consider  junior 
colleges  and  technical  schools.  Many  of  these  schools  offer  opportuni¬ 
ties  bo  continue  on  to  the  last  two  years  of  a  degree-granting  college  pro¬ 
vided  a  good  academic  record  is  achieved  during  the  junior  college 
years. 

From  July  1,  1962,  to  the  end  of  the  present  Federal  fiscal  year, 
the  high  school  and  the  South  Junior  High  School  will  receive  Federal 
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reimbursement  for  guidance  services  at  the  rate  of  approximately  OOc 
per  pupil.  Because  the  counseling  ratio  in  the  Bicknell  and  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Junior  High  Schools  is  above  400  students  to  one  counselor,  these 
two  schools  are  not  eligible  for  Federal  reimbursement  at  the  present 
time. 

As  this  report  is  being  prepared,  plans  are  (being  made  to  move 
the  guidance  offices  to  the  new  high  school  building  before  the  end  of 
the  year.  These  offices  include  five  counseling  rooms,  a  receiption  area, 
a  test  storage  room,  and  a  space  for  the  office  files.  This  office  area  is 
completely  adequate  for  the  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  new 
high  school  building,  and  the  arrangement  of  this  office  space  has  been 
approved  by  the  State  Supervisor  of  Guidance  and  Placement. 

5.  SCHOOL  PSYCHOLOGIST  AND  ELEiMEINTARY 

GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR 

In  every  school  and  at  every  grade  level  are  children  with  problems, 
physical,  mental,  emotional,  and  social  in  nature.  In  every  age  group 
are  children  with  specific  needs,  psychological  in  nature:  the  need  for 
love  and  affection,  security,  recognition,  and  the  sense  of  belonging. 
If  these  prolblems  remain  unattended  and  if  these  basic  needs  are  unmet 
during  the  early  school  years,  the  unhappy,  unadjusted  youngster  of 
today  may  well  become  the  ineffectual,  discontented,  social  misfit  adult 
of  tomorrow.  The  fact  that  the  problems  of  maladjustment  whibh  ap¬ 
pear  at  junior  or  senior  high  school  have  their  origin  in  early  childhood 
experiences  is  evidence  of  the  need  for  an  elementary  guidance  program. 

The  classroom  teacher  holds  the  key  role  in  the  guidance  program. 
He  is  in  the  unique  position  to  observe  daily  the  child’s  behavior  in 
formal  and  informal  situations.  He  has  the  unmatched  opportunity  to 
watch  the  actions  and  interactions  of  the  child  with  his  peer  igroup  and 
with  authority  figures. 

When  the  child’s  behavior  interferes  with  his  learning  or  when  it 
detracts  from  the  welfare  of  the  group  the  teacher  makes  a  referral  to 
the  guidance  counselor.  The  counselor  then  attempts  to  evaluate  the 
problem,  identify  the  special  need  and  make  recommendations.  She 
works  directly  with  the  teacher  in  setting  up  some  plan  for  treatment. 
She  confers  with  the  parents  to  inform  them  of  the  problem  as  seen  by 
the  school  and  to  solicit  their  co-operation  in  planning  for  its  solution. 
The  counselor  acts  as  a  resource  person,  assists  with  case  studies  and 
with  referrals.  She  is  a  link  in  the  chain  of  communication  between 
home  and  school,  school  and  clinic.  She  works  closely  with  all  school 
personnel. 

Emphasis  on  guidance  at  the  elementary  level  is  increasing.  As 
the  program  has  grown  out  of  specific  needs  it  has  within  it  many  re¬ 
quirements  yet  to  be  met:  an  awareness  on  the  part  of  the  classroom 
teacher  to  make  early  identification  and  referral,  a  development  pro¬ 
gram  with  prevention  of  pupil  problems  in  the  early  school  years,  a 
deeper  understanding  of  and  provisions  for  the  underachievers — those 
children  whose  achievement  is  not  commensurate  with  ability  and  a 
closer  relationship  with  parents  and  home. 

The  guidance  counselor  is  responsible  for  the  testing  program,  the 
administration  and  interpretation  of  group  and  individual  tests. 
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Tests  administered  in  1962.

This  is  the  first  year  in  "vyhich  the  Iowa  Basie  Skills  Test  was  ad¬ 
ministered  to  Grades  III,  IV,  V,  VI.  We  will  now  be  provided  with  an 
on-going  measure  of  pupil  growth  and  achievement. 

6.  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELOR 

Troubled  children  continue  to  challenge  our  public  school  educative 
process.  These  children  are  not  lacking  in  intellectual  ability  but 
rather  handicapped  by  inner  emotional  turmoil.  Unless  they  are  helped 
they  will  not  develo<p  into  useful  adults.  Their  early  breakdown  in  hu¬ 
man  relations  paves  the  way  for  failure  and  frustration,  with  conse¬ 
quent  hostility  to  community  ideals. 

Fifty-one  requests  for  school  reports  were  made  by  the  Quincy 
District  Court  for  Weymouth  children  in  trouble  with  the  law  during 
1962.  Again,  as  in  the  past,  reports  showed  chronic  poor  marks  and 
attendance,  or  non-conformity  to  school  rules  with  long-term  malad¬ 
justment.  Court  conferences  preceding  juvenile  session  at  court  were 
attended  by  the  counselor  on  a  weekly  basis.  With  the  large  numlbers 
of  children  in  trouble  throughout  the  state,  facilities  for  help  and 
treatment  continue  to  be  limited.  Early  referral  for  help  in  schools — 
where  children  display  their  needs  and  failings — constitutes  one  of  the 
major  tools  to  prevent  moral,  social,  intellectual  and  psychological 
breakdown. 

Sixty-two  children  were  referred  for  adjustment  counseling  during 
the  period  January-December  1962.  Two  hundred  thirty-two  home 
visits  were  made  and  three  hundred  eighty-one  interviews  with  chil¬ 
dren  at  planned  intervals  were  completed.  Related  consultations  with 
psychiatrists,  psychologists,  and  social  workers  at  hospitals,  clinics  and 
social  agencies  were  held. 

Twenty  families  were  directed  in  the  use  of  community  resources, 
and  appropriate  consultation  with  the  agency  or  clinic  was  arranged. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Adjustment  Counselor  Program  initiated 
small  group  meetings  v/ith  mothers.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  is 
to  explore  ways  of  changing  attitudes  or  factors  involved  in  inter- 
familial  stress  which  might  cause  poor  school  adjustment  of  the  child. 
With  the  expert  help  of  our  school  psychologist,  a  group  of  mothers 
has  been  meeting  weekly  with  the  counselor  to  discuss  mutual  problems 
of  child  development.  This  method  of  helping  parents  and  children  is 
productive  in  that  more  can  be  counseled  at  one  time.  It  constitutes  a 
meaningful  experience  for  those  involved,  since  it  serves  to  make  ac- 
ceptalble  in  a  group  Avhat  might  be  resisted  and  considered  threatening 
on  an  individual  basis.  The  group  includes  six  mothers,  three  of  whom 
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have  already  begun  to  see  positive  change  in  their  children’s  academic 
growth. 

Since  a  child’s  problem  is  usually  a  family  problem,  parental  in¬ 
volvement  is  of  vital  importance  in  seeking  solutions.  Home  and  office 
interviews  of  limited  time  and  number  were  scheduled  for  all  parents 
of  children  referred  for  counseling.  An  essential  requirement  of  child 
referrals  from  schools  continues  to  be  parental  awareness  of  a  prob¬ 
lem.  Their  willingness  to  participate  in  the  helping  process  is  sought 
by  the  counselor.  With  principal,  teacher,  parent,  counselor,  and  other 
adjunctive  services  co-operating,  many  children  have  been  helped. 

Boston  University  School  of  Social  Work  selected  Weymouth 
schools  this  year  as  a  field  placement  for  a  second  year  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  majoring  in  school  adjustment  counseling.  With  administrative 
consent,  Mr.  John  Johnston  began  his  field  work  in  September  1962, 
supervised  by  the  adjustment  counselor  on  a  bi-weekly  basis.  Mr. 
Johnston  was  assigned  nine  cases. 

The  counselor  is  active  on  committees  at  Boston  College  School 
of  Social  Work,  Boston  University  School  of  Social  Work,  the  School 
Social  Work  Section  of  the  National  Association  of  Social  Workers,  and 
regional  committee  of  the  Massachusetts  School  Adjustment  Counselors. 
■Such  activity  provides  the  counselor  with  immediate  knowledge  of  im¬ 
provement  in  the  field  of  school  adjustment  counseling  and  is  of  great 
value  in  his  work. 

With  the  behavioral  sciences  continuing  to  develop  the  skills  and 
knowledge  used  in  the  treatment  of  children  with  complex  proiblems, 
expansion  of  the  current  adjustment  counseling  service  would  be  of  en¬ 
during  and  steadily  growing  benefit  to  the  Weymouth  iSchool  System 
and  the  community. 

7.  AUDIO-VISUAL 

The  Department  of  Audio-Visual  Instruction  has  continued  its 
primary  function  of  providing  teachers  with  the  resource  materials, 
techniques,  tools  and  services  with  which  they  may  better  achieve  their 
'goal  of  effective  communication  with  their  students. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  consolidation  of  existing  phases  of  audio¬ 
visual  education  and  of  planning  entirely  new,  exciting  activities  at  the 
high  school  level  never  before  possible  because  of  double  sessions  and 
the  physical  limitations  of  the  old  building  but  now  a  reality  with  the 
new  building.  The  physical  movement  of  the  audio-visual  department 
to  its  new  quarters  in  the  new  high  school  marked  a  most  significant 
development  in  the  Weymouth  history  of  audio-visual  in  its  forward 
progress  toward  a  completely  integrated  Instructional  Materials  Cen¬ 
ter. 


This  department  has  continued  to  realize  the  full  potential  of  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958  as  it  remains  for  at  least  two 
more  years  a  major  bulwark  in  the  strengthening  of  mathematics,  science 
and  foreign  languages  through  the  acquisition  and  use  of  the  newer  media 
of  communications.  In  addition  to  a  complete  language  laboratory  and 
excellent  instructional  facilities  in  other  areas  (one-half  the  cost  of 
which  was  borne  by  NDEA)  a  fully  equipped  television  studio  and 
closed  circuit  facility  is  expected  momentarily  to  qualify  under  this  act. 
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Constant  evaluations  are  being  made  of  such  rapidly  developing 
areas  as  programmed  learning,  educational  television,  both  open-and 
closed-circuit,  multi-size  group  instruction  and  team-teaching.  Thus 
“newer”  trends  offer  much  to  the  future  educational  pattern  and  the 
best  of  each  area  is  being  incorporated  into  the  Weymouth  educational 
program  as  its  value  becomes  apparent. 

As  the  audio-visual  program  concludes  its  sixteenth  year  of  pro¬ 
viding  instructional  services  to  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Public  Schools,  the  following  highlights  should  be  noted: 

1.  The  sixteen-year  program  for  providing  darkening  facilities 
for  every  classroom  was  completed  this  year.  Weymouth  should  be 
proud  of  this  accomplishment  with  the  realization  that  every  classroom 
may  now  function  as  a  completely  independent  learning  area  for  what¬ 
ever  activity  may  be  most  effective. 

2.  Central  sound-film  and  filmstrip  libraries  have  been  expanded 
to  260  and  2800  separate  titles,  respectively,  with  an  additional  600  du¬ 
plicate  filmstrip  titles  available.  Also,  Weymouth  has  continued  to  be 
selected  as  a  permanent-loan  repository  for  more  than  175  outstanding 
sound  films  from  industry.  The  Instructional  Materials  Center  makes 
available  to  all  teachers  more  than  450  records  and  pre-recorded  tapes. 
These  records  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  preclude  their  being  required 
on  an  individual  building  basis.  Expansion  of  these  facilities  is  en¬ 
abling  the  department  to  better  meet  the  requirements  of  all  good 
teaching:  “The  right  material,  at  the  right  place,  at  the  right  time.” 

3.  A  sound-film  catalog  supplement  was  issued  to  each  teacher 
at  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels.  However,  this  area  requires 
extensive  revision  and  curriculum  correlation  on  a  scale  that  suggest 
the  need  for  a  summer  workshop  project. 

4.  In-service  training  was  conducted  on  a  continuing  basis  both 
with  school  audio-visual  co-ordinators,  individual  teachers,  and  groups 
of  teachers  as  the  need  was  indicated  or  requested.  This  phase  of  the 
program  may  now  be  considerably  expanded  with  the  new  facilities 
available  in  the  Instructional  Materials  Center. 

5.  Student  training  was  continued  this  year  with  the  qualifying 
and  licensing  of  nearly  three  hundred  students  to  operate  sound  pro¬ 
jectors  and  other  audio-visual  tools  during  the  year.  In  addition,  the 
department  has  worked  closely  with  the  Tufts  Library  and  other  out¬ 
side  agencies  in  a  training  and  advisory  capacity. 

6.  Educational  television  was  continued  for  the  fifth  year  in 
Grades  1  through  6  with  an  expanded  program  as  follows:  PHYSICAL 
SCIENCE,  Grade  6;  EXPLORING  NATURE,  Grade  5;  PARLONS 
URANCAIS,  French  for  Grades  4,  5.  and  6;  LITERATURE,  Grade  3; 
FOLK  MUSIC  AND  DANCE,  Grade  2;  PRIMARY  SCIENCE,  Grades 
1  and  2;  INSIDE-OUTSIDE,  Grade  1;  PHONICS,  Grade  1;  SCIENCE- 
LAND  and  SEA,  Grades  3  and  4;  WONDER  OF  WORDS,  Grades  3 
and  4.  At  the  junior  high-senior  high  level  the  following  programs 
are  available  for  use:  ACCENT  ON  MUSIC,  SCIENCE  SPECIALS, 
FOCUS  (world  affairs),  THE  HUMANITIES  (English,  Grade  11), 
FRENCH  LANGUAGE  FILMS,  Grades  7-10,  ACTION  AT  LAW, 
PRACTICAL  POLITICS  and  APTERNOON  AT  SYMPHONY  (Bos¬ 
ton  Symphony  Orchestra). 
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Effectiveness  of  these  programs  is  maintained  toy  regular  sub¬ 
mission  of  teacher  valuations  and  critical  suggestions  to  the  television 
studio.  Improved  quality  of  both  the  T-V  lesson  and  the  detailed 
lesson  plans  supplied  each  teacher  have  assured  a  bright  future  for 
this  powerful  educational  medium.  Parents  are  offered  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  observe,  study,  and  work  with  their  children  in  each  tele¬ 
vised  area  since  all  programs  thus  far  are  “open”-channel  and  avail¬ 
able  to  all  who  may  wish  to  use  them. 

The  new  high  school  has  provided  for  the  inclusion  of  ‘closed’’- 
circuit  television  in  addition  to  the  “open”-circuit  television  available 
at  all  other  buildings.  This  will  enable  the  new  school  to  develop  far 
more  flexible  and  vital  programs  than  could  possibly  toe  done  under 
former  conditions. 

7.  Weymouth  High  School’s  language  laboratory  has  continued 
to  function  in  the  dual  role  of  a  most  successful  learning  area  and 
the  focal  point  of  many  visitors  from  other  school  systems  where  lab¬ 
oratories  were  to  be  installed.  After  the  third  full  year  of  operation, 
language  teachers  are  most  optimistic  about  student  attitudes  and 
achievem.ent.  Reports  from  s>tudents  now  enrolled  in  college  rarely 
fail  to  specifically  mention  the  valuable  help  of  the  language  labora¬ 
tory  in  their  language  preparation.  A  new,  improved  language  lab¬ 
oratory  of  thirty  positions  has  been  included  in  the  new  high  school, 
thus  giving  Weymouth  a  total  of  sixty  language  laboratory  units. 

8.  The  instructional  program  is  continuing  the  use  of  program¬ 
med  learning  (otherv/ise  known  as  teaching  machines  or  automated 
teaching)  on  an  experimental  basis  in  the  fields  of  English  (elemen¬ 
tary  and  junior  high),  arithmetic,  algebra,  plane  geometry,  solid 
geometry,  trigonometry,  music,  basic  science,  and  so  forth.  A  pre¬ 
liminary  evaluation  indicates  promise  of  most  effective  results  in 
some  of  these  areas.  However,  more  study  and  experimentation  is 
strongly  urged  before  any  major  change  to  automated  teaching  is 
undertaken  as  the  prime  method  of  instruction. 

9.  During  the  year  the  Director  participated  in  many  state  wide 
and  regional  conferences  and  served  as  chairman  of  two  standing 
committees  on  standards  and  school  building  facilities  which  have 
been  of  particular  significance  to  Weymouth  and  the  total  effective¬ 
ness  of  the  audio-visual  services  offered. 

8.  HANDWRITING 

There  is  still  a  need  for  rapid,  legible  handwriting  in  school  work, 
business,  and  in  social  correspondence.  Business  machines  are  play¬ 
ing  an  increasingly  important  part  in  our  society.  Handwriting  and 
machine  writing  complem.ent  each  other  and  tooth  are  considered  nec¬ 
essary  and  indispensable. 

It  is  important  to  consider  the  place  of  handwriting  in  a  school 
program  along  with  all  the  other  subjects  currently  taught  in  our 
schools.  Handwriting,  therefore,  should  not  be  over  emphasized  to 
the  detriment  of  the  time  necessary  to  teach  other  subjects  and  toy 
virtue  of  the  same  reasoning  it  should  not  be  neglected. 

It  is  not  the  function  of  the  schools  to  make  professional  writers. 
This  would  require  more  time  than  is  available  for  the  teaching  of 
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this  subject.  The  major  objective  in  the  teaching  of  handwriting  is 
to  secure  an  excellent  handwriting  product  that  can  be  written  with 
ease  and  facility,  with  a  minimum  expenditure  of  time,  effort,  and 
materials.  To  achieve  this  end  much  time  and  effort  has  been  spent 
in  the  constant  study  and  revision  of  techniques  that  will  enaible  a 
school  system  to  operate  a  sound  handwriting  program  that  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  modern  educational  theories  and  practices. 

The  handwriting  program  in  our  schools  provides  effective  in¬ 
struction  and  motivational  materials.  Teachers  are  trained  at  regu¬ 
lar  intervals  in  the  use  of  these  materials.  The  handwriting  of  the 
pupils  is  checked  at  regular  intervals  for  neatness,  letter  formation, 
letter  alignment,  proportionate  size,  slant,  spacing,  finishing  strokes, 
line  quality  and  speed.  A  report  is  given  to  the  teacher  at  the  end 
of  each  grading  period  indicating  the  remedial  work  that  is  to  be 
undertaken. 

An  appraisal  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  handwriting  product  in 
our  schools  can  be  obtained  from  a  study  of  the  following  statistics. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  our  records  show  that  90%  of  the 
pupils  scored  excellent,  4%  scored  good,  6%  were  fair  and  none  were 
poor  on  the  formal  handwriting  test.  It  was  found  in  checking  the 
informal  handwriting  that  there  had  been  excellent  transfer  in  hand¬ 
writing  quality  to  spelling,  arithmetic,  English  composition,  etc. 

9.  HEALTH 

The  following  staff  changes  occurred  during  the  year  1962.  Miss 
Hei^berta  Stockwell,  R.N.  retired  as  Supervisor  of  Nurses  and  Higth 
iSchool  nurse  after  32  years  of  dedicated  and  effective  service.  She 
was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Mary  T.  Hoyle,  R.N.,  Mrs.  Jean  Baker,  R.N. 
was  appointed  on  a  full-time  basis  and  was  placed  in  Mrs.  Hoyle^s 
former  assignment  at  Central  Junior  High  School  and  neighboring 
elementary  schools.  Mrs.  Elsa  Hamill,  R.N.  was  appointed  as  a  part- 
time  school  nurse,  with  her  first  assignment  in  the  P.M.  session  at 
the  high  schooL 

The  problem  of  working  parents  who  cannot  be  reached  and  who 
have  left  no  adult  responsible  for  children  who  become  ill  or  injured 
at  school  seems  to  have  increased.  Questionnaires  were  sent  out  this 
year  to  parents  asking  for  names  of  two  adults  responsible  for  the 
child  in  ease  of  emergency.  It  is  often  necessary  to  call  parents  at 
business  if  authorization  to  call  the  family  physician  is  not  available, 
and  such  a  call  is  considered  urgent. 

In  May,  pre-school  registration  was  held  for  children  who  were 
to  enter  Grade  I  in  September.  The  school  nurses  interviewed  parents 
regarding  the  health  status  of  the  child.  Prysical  and  mental  growth, 
development  and  nutrition  are  of  value  in  helping  the  child  secure 
the  greatest  possible  advantage  from  his  educational  opportunity.  Par¬ 
ents  were  urged  to  have  complete  physical  and  dental  defects  corrected 
before  the  child  entered  school. 

Mantoux  and  Heaf  tests  for  the  discovery  of  tuberculosis  were 
given  to  Grades  I.  VI,  and  XI  by  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  assisted 
by  school  nurses. 
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In  May,  Type  I  Sabin  Oral  Polio  Vaccine  was  i^ven  in  all  schools. 
Type  III  was  given  in  June.  Nurses  in  elementary  grades  deserve 
recognition  especially  because  they  made  great  effort  to  reach  every 
child,  even  making  home  visits  to  do  so. 

In  October,  clinics  Avere  held  throughout  the  schools  for  preven¬ 
tion  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  to  pupils  of  Grades  I,  VI,  and  X.  This 
program  is  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  school  nurses. 

The  elementary  school  nurses  were  able  to  attend  a  mental  health 
workshop  at  the  Quincy  Health  Center. 

10.  HOME  INSTRUCTION  FOR  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

CHILDREN 

Fifty-nine  children  were  given  home  instruction  this  year,  seven 
more  than  last  year.  Fifteen  were  in  senior  high  school,  fifteen  in 
junior  high  school,  twenty-seven  in  elementary  schools,  and  two  were 
ungraded. 

Miss  Dorothy  Creed  and  Mrs.  Loretto  Tate  were  appointed  home 
instructors  to  take  the  place  of  Mrs.  Lenora  Shortlidge  who  moved 
to  South  Carolina  In  June  and  Mrs.  Grace  Whittles  who  retired  No¬ 
vember  30th. 

The  disabilities  Tepresented  were:  8  fractures,  5  appendectomies, 
3  mononucleosis,  2  cystic  fibrosis,  2  poliomyelitis,  2  spinal  fusions,  7 
rheumatic  fever,  3  asthmatic  bronchitis,  3  knee  operations,  2  nephritis, 
2  rheumatoid  arthritis,  1  each  of  the  following:  auto  accident,  cerebral 
palsy,  epilepsy,  hip  dislocation,  knee  injury,  meningitis,  pneumonia, 
pyloric  spasm,  talipes,  viral  gastroenteritis,  burns,  chorea,  hepatitis, 
hyperthyroid,  Legg  Perthes  disease,  muscle  transplant,  pyloric  stonosis, 
septicemia,  ulcer  bleeding,  viral  infection. 

Three  pupils  died  during  the  year:  Patricia  Long  who  graduated 
from  Weymouth  High  School  in  June,  and  Richard  Mathewson  and 
William  Murphy,  both  of  whom  had  cystic  fibrosis. 

It  is  very  rewarding  to  help  these  children  with  their  school  work 
so  that  they  may  return  to  their  classes  and  be  promoted  with  their 
classmates. 

11.  DRIVER  EDUCATION 

Instruction  in  Driver  Education  returned  to  the  high  school  cur¬ 
riculum  after  an  absence  of  one  year.  Enrolment  figures  are  double 
those  of  previous  years. 

The  course  is  divided  into  two  parts.  The  first,  driver  education, 
consists  of  30  hours  of  classroom  instruction.  This  includes  a  study 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  as  formulated  by  the  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  discussions  as  to  the  cause  of  various  types  of  accidents, 
studies  of  various  attitudes  prevalent  in  automobile  driving,  car  in¬ 
surance,  car  maintenance,  etc.  There  is  also  available  a  large  numiber 
of  appropriate  films  and  film  strips. 

The  second  part  of  the  course  is  “on  the  road  training”  using 
three  dual-control  cars  and  three  instructors.  Each  student  must  'have 
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six  hours  of  practice  driving  and  six  hours  of  observation.  The  in¬ 
struction  is  given  during  study  periods  and  this  does  not  interfere  with 
the  regular  schedule  of  classes.  The  in-school  instruction  is  supple¬ 
mented  by  instruction  in  the  afternoon  after  school,  on  Saturdays, 
and  during  vacation  periods.  It  is  hoped  that  the  School  Committee 
will  continue  with  this  phase  of  the  work  because  the  success  of  the 
program  depends  on  the  after-school  driving  periods.

12.  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

Notewerthy  events  of  1962  in  the  school  libraries  were  the  'grow¬ 
ing  circulation  of  books,  the  book  fairs,  the  activities  of  library  clubs, 
the  start  of  co-operation  with  the  public  libraries  and  the  move  to 
and  changes  accompanying  the  opening  of  the  new  high  school. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Adams,  who  came  to  Weymouth  in  1955,  left  to 
become  State  Supervisor  of  School  Libraries.  In  his  place  at  Weymouth 
High  School  is  Mrs.  Rita  M.  Diment,  who  has  the  half-time  assistance 
of  Miss  Alice  K.  Fay.  Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Rains  is  in  her  second  year 
as  librarian  at  South  Junior  High,  while  Miss  Mignon  E.  Pray  con¬ 
tinues  at  Bicknell  Junior  High  and  Mrs.  Ruth  M.  'Connors  at  Central 
Junior  High. 

The  third  annual  Paperback  Book  Fair  sponsored  by  the  Student 
Council  was  held  at  the  old  high  school  library  in  late  November. 
Sales  amounted  to  5,000  books  and  $1,600  with  profits  going  to  the 
council’s  scholarship  fund.  At  South  Junior  High,  the  library  spon¬ 
sored  two  Paperback  Boek  Fairs. 

Library  clubs  visited  with  clubs  in  schools  in  nearby  communities, 
as  well  as  having  their  ovm  meetings.  The  junior  high  clubs  attended 
the  Children’s  Annual  Book  Fair  in  Boston,  saw  an  exhibition  of 
several  thousand  books  and  returned  with  a  new  respect  for  the  work 
involved  in  writing  a  book  after  hearing  from  the  authors  present. 

Instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  was  given  in  all  schools. 
Seventh  grade  classes  received  formal  instruction  and  eighth  graders 
a  refresher  lesson  along  with  getting  started  on  reading  programs. 
Further  instruction  was  given  to  high  school  classes.  Librarians  in¬ 
struct  many  individuals  daily  as  the  need  arises. 

In  June  there  was  a  meeting  of  School  librarians  with  Tufts 
Library  and  Fogg  Library  personnel  to  discuss  common  problems. 
It  was  agreed  that  bettei  communication  is  needed  between  libraries 
and  between  teachers  and  libraries.  This  would  ease  such  pro'blems 
as  the  heavy  demand  for  information  for  a  class  assignment  given 
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with  no  advance  warning  to  libraries.  It  was  pointed  out  that  public 
libraries  can  spend  only  part  of  their  funds  for  .books  for  students. 

At  the  high  school,  the  entire  book  collection  was  evaluated.  Books 
suitable  for  junior  high  use,  and  most  reference  books,  were  left  be¬ 
hind  in  the  old  school.  Many  worn  out  books  were  discarded,  as  was 
much  old  material  in  the  vertical  file  of  pamphlets  and  clippings. 
Certain  new  policies  were  inaugurated  to  reduce  clerical  tasks  and 
free  librarians  for  work  with  students  and  teachers,  such  as  ordering 
printed  catalog  cards  when  available  instead  of  typing  them,  record¬ 
ing  new  acquisitions  of  books  in  the  shelf  list  catelog  only,  and  sim¬ 
plifying  the  recording  and  storing  of  periodicals. 


The  High  School  Building  Committee  provided  the  new  library 
with  a  large  number  of  books,  mostly  non-fiction,  along  with  many 
reference  books  and  eight  sets  of  encyclopedias.

13.  EVENING  SCHOOLS 

Evening  classes  for  adults  continued  in  1962  to  interest  and  serve 
a  very  large  number  of  people.  More  than  1,025  were  assigned  to 
classes  which  meet  once  a  week  for  twenty  weeks.  Commercial  classes 
are  two  hours  in  length,  all  others  three  hours.  Because  of  the  large 
registration — 1,232  in  all — waiting  lists  had  to  be  established  in  Begin¬ 
ning  Clothing,  in  Rug  Braiding,  in  Upholstery  and  in  Painting  and 
Drawing. 

The  regular  exhibitions  of  work  done  by  these  classes  occurred  at 
South  Junior  High  School  on  March  26  and  at  Weymouth  High  School 
on  April  3.  The  quality  of  the  work  seems  to  improve  steadily  year 
after  year.  This  attracts  to  the  exhibitions  a  constantly  growing  num¬ 
ber  of  m.en  and  women  interested  in  viewing  the  rugs,  upholstery,  paint¬ 
ings,  clothes,  cakes,  copper  articles,  and  other  items  made  or  improved 
in  evening  classes. 

In  May,  a  series  of  five  lessons  designed  to  help  teachers  of  home¬ 
making  and  crafts  meet  a  state  requirement  for  professional  improve¬ 
ment  took  place  at  Central  Junior  High  School,  with  the  final  meeting 
at  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  This  series  was  arranged  by  Miss 
Helen  J.  McClintock,  State  Supervisor  of  the  Adult  Homemaking  Pro¬ 
gram,  and  attracted  almost  forty  teachers  from  Weymouth  and  nearby 
towns. 

The  plan  of  having  registration  at  both  the  High  School  and  South 
Junior  High  School  wa^'  very  successful  and  will  be  continued.  For 
next  year  we  hope  to  add  two  new  courses,  possibly  in  Music  Apprecia¬ 
tion  and  English  Composition.

The  Evening  Vocational  Program  includes  three  Trade  Extension 
courses,  as  follows:  Architectural  Drawing  and  Blueprint  Reading, 
taught  by  William  E.  Sullivan,  with  18  enrolled;  and  Graphic  Arts,  in¬ 
cluding  both  Letterpress,  taught  by  John  F.  Collins,  and  Offset  Printing, 
taught  by  Melvin  C.  Bunn,  with  35  enrolled.  These  classes  meet  both 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays.  Mr.  Ray  G.  Parker  is  the  Director  of  these 
classes. 

14.  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  Weymouth  Summer  School  completed  its  fourth  session  on 
August  3,  1962  with  an  enrolment  of  409  students.  This  is  the  largest 
enrolment  that  the  Summer  school  has  had  since  it  began  in  1959.  This 
increase  resulted  from  the  admission  for  the  first  time  of  students  in 
Grades  4,  5,  and  6  of  the  elementary  schools,  and  also  from  the  increase 
in  the  nunlber  of  junior  high  school  tstudents  attending  the  Summer 
school.

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Two  years  ago,  it  was  decided  to  place  on  a  two-hour  basis,  all 
classes  in  those  subjects  offered  in  Grades  9  through  12  except  type¬ 
writing.  This  plan  was  continued  during  the  past  Summer  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  plan  will  continue  in  future  Summer  schools.  The 
longer  class  period  has  proved  most  advantageous  since  it  increases 
the  class  time  available  during  the  six-week  Summer  session  to  a  total 
of  sixty  hours  per  class. 

The  mathematics  class  in  probability  and  statistics  and  the  physi¬ 
cal  science  class  were  formed  a  year  ago  in  order  to  provide  enrichment 
work  and  work  that  could  not  normally  be  fitted  into  the  regular  aca¬ 
demic  program  of  the  school  year.  A  sufficient  number  of  students  re¬ 
quested  enrolment  in  these  two  courses.  Therefore,  they  were  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  past  year  and  it  is  planned  to  offer  this  enrichment 
work  during  the  Summer  of  1963. 

There  have  been  many  requests  to  continue  during  the  Summer 
the  driver  education  and  training  program  offered  during  the  school 
year.  This  program  was  formerly  offered  in  the  Summer  school  but 
was  dropped  last  year.  Because  of  these  requests  for  enrolment,  it  is 
recommended  that  driver  education  and  training  be  added  to  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  1983  Summer  school. 

THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  PROGRAM 

The  new  High  School  was  occupied  by  vocational  pupils  on  Septem¬ 
ber  11th  and  by  high  school  pupils  on  December  21st.  The  removal 
from  the  old  building  of  all  high  school  students,  except  350  sopho¬ 
mores,  will  permit  the  altering  and  remodeling  of  the  old  plant  during 
the  Spring  and  Summer  months  in  order  that  it  may  be  ready  for  occu¬ 
pancy  in  September  by  some  600  sophomore  students  and  575  junior 
high  students. 

The  old  school  will  need  to  house  approximately  1,200  students  un¬ 
til  such  time  as  a  second  high  school  is  built  or  an  addition  to  the  new 
high  school  erected.  The  decision  between  these  two  alternatives  should 
depend  on  the  prediction  of  future  high  school  enrolment  trends  twenty 
or  more  years  hence  or  well  into  the  1980’s.  And  this  decision  can  well 
be  put  off  until  late  in  the  1960’s.  The  sophomore  students  wiho  remain 
in  the  old  building  will  not  undergo  any  serious  disadvantage,  as  they 
will  attend  school  a  full  day  and  will  have  the  same  program  and  the 
same  standard  of  instruction  as  pupils  in  the  new  school. 

The  reason  for  delaying  this  decision  is  to  be  as  certain  as  possible 
of  future  high  school  enrolment  estimates  in  order  to  avoid  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  building  an  addition  to  the  new  school,  which  might  seem 
adequate  in  size  at  the  time,  but  which  might  later  turn  out  to  be  too 
small.  This  necessity  for  caution  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  site  of  the 
new  school  has  room  for  only  one  addition  to  provide  for  approximately 
500  to  600  studests.  But  if  this  added  capacity  proved  too  small  for 
later  enrolments,  no  further  addition  would  be  feasible,  and  the  surplus 
students  would  not  be  sufficient  in  number  to  justify  the  construction 
of  a  separate  new  school. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  when  the  purchase  of  the  Cowing  pro-perty 
on  Commercial  Street  was  voted  by  Town  Meeting  for  the  new  high 
school  that  a  site  for  a  second  school  was  taken  on  Pleasant  Street  ad- 
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jacent  to  the  iSouth  Junior  High  (School.  Thus  a  second  high  school 
could  be  built  on  this  site  with  the  first  unit  for  perhaps  800-900  pupils 
and  this  building  could  be  planned  for  a  future  addition  depending  on 
the  enrolment  needs  of  say  1985. 

Another  reason  for  not  solving  the  future  h-igh  school  enrolment 
needs  by  means  of  an  addition  to  the  new  school  is  that  an  enrolment 
capacity  of  2,500  pupils  would  make  the  mass  facilities  of  the  enlarged 
school  such  as  gymnasia,  the  cafeteria  and  the  auditorium  inadequate 
and  we  would  again  suffer  with  some  of  the  same  space  limitations 
that  made  the  old  school  an  inefficient  operating  unit. 

An  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  1963  Annual  Town  Meeting  re¬ 
quests  funds  for  the  renovation  of  the  old  high  school  and  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  small  addition  to  provide  a  band  or  music  room  adjacent  to  the 
auditorium  stage  with  a  girls’  shower  and  locker  room  at  the  lower 
level  adjacent  to  the  girls’  gymnasium.  A  few  alterations  are  planned 
in  order  that  the  building  can  properly  house  a  junior  high  school  as 
well  as  the  overflow  high  school  pupils.  A  second  clothing  room  and 
a  second  art  room  are  needed.  A  relocated  and  large  library  is  planned 
and  the  health  suite  will  be  located  on  the  first  floor  in  proximity  to 
the  principal’s  office  for  supervisory  purposes,  as  a  school  nurse  will 
not  be  assigned  to  the  school  on  a  full-time  basis. 

A  large  portion  of  the  appropriation  needed  will  be  used  to  re¬ 
place  or  revamp  the  mechanical  facilities,  such  as  heating  and  ventilat¬ 
ing,  plumbing,  and  electrical.  This  replacement  work  is  necessary  be¬ 
cause  many  of  the  facilities  are  worn  out  or  completely  antiquated  by 
present  building  code  requirements.  The  original  building  is  now  65 
years  old  and  additions  were  built  as  follows:  south  wing  1923,  voca¬ 
tional  building  1926,  north  wing  1927  and  cafeteria  1931.  In  most  of 
these  recommended  mechanical  changes  the  Building  Committee,  which 
was  authorized  by  the  Town  Meeting  to  plan  and  carry  out  the  renovat¬ 
ing  work,  had  no  choice  as  the  State  building  inspector  requires  their 
replacement  or  a  complete  revamping  jo‘b. 

After  preliminary  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  s.mall  addition,  the 
alterations,  and  the  replacement  work  had  been  received  by  the  Build¬ 
ing  Committee,  they  consulted  with  the  Appropriations  Committee  and 
agreed  that  in  order  to  keep  the  total  cost  at  a  minimum,  very  little 
work  would  be  planned  at  this  time  for  the  wing  needing  it  the  least, 
viz.,  the  newest  or  north  wing  built  in  1927. 

It  is  essential  that  funds  be  provided  for  thi.s  remodeling  job  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  order  that  the  five  and  one-half  month  pe¬ 
riod  from  March  15th  to  September  1st,  when  the  building  will  be  occu¬ 
pied  by  only  350  pupils,  may  be  utilized  for  the  construction  work. 
This  is  a  very  minimum  period  of  time  to  do  the  necessary  work.  In 
future  years  when  the  building  is  filled  to  near  capacity,  it  would  be 
impossible  to  carry  on  the  remodeling  work  in  the  very  limited  two- 
month  Summer  vacation. 

We  now  have  eighteen  7th  grade  classes  housed  in  six  elementary 
buildings:  the  Jefferson,  Hunt,  Shaw,  Nash,  Nevin  and  Pond  schools. 
When  the  fourth  junior  high  school  is  organized  in  September,  1963, 
the  Shaw  iSchool  will  be  closed  for  the  second  time,  the  Jefferson  School 
will  again  become  an  elementary  buiding  to  help  house  the  increasing 
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enrolment  in  East  Weymouth,  and  the  other  huildinga  will  have  some 
room  (8  classrooms)  to  accommodate  future  elementary  growth.  The 
School  Committee  has  designated  the  ney  junior  high  as  the  East  Junior 
High  School,  and  with  the  reorganitaion  of  the  junior  high  attendance 
districts,  it  will  serve  the  needs  of  7th.  8th,  and  9th  grade  pupils  in  East 
Weymouth  and  the  Pratt  School  elementary  district. 

Our  extensive  school  huilding  program  is  nearing  completion. 
Since  1949,  when  the  additions  to  the  Adams  and  Pratt  schools  were 
started,  Weymouth  has  built  eleven  new  schools  (8  elementary,  2  jun¬ 
ior  high,  and  1  high  school),  two  additions  to  new  elementary  schools, 
and  seven  additions  to  older  buildings  including  the  addition  to  the 
Bicknell  School  to  convert  it  into  a  junior  high  school.  These  twenty 
projects  have  cost  approximately  $14,700,000  excluding  interest  cost. 
School  bond  issues  have  totaled  $13,073,000.  The  amount  of  State  re¬ 
imbursement  available  over  a  thirty-two  year  period,  1958  through 
1981,  to  defray  a  portion  of  the  cost  will  be  about  $5,000,000. 

Payment  on  the  principal  of  the  bonds  in  1962  was  $657,000,  and 
interest  payments  were  $238,917.50,  for  a  total  cost  of  $895,917.50. 
Deducting  the  annual  State  Grant  payments  of  about  $221,700,  the  net 
cost  to  the  Town  was  $674,227  or  about  $5.55  on  the  tax  rate.  This  an¬ 
nual  cost  will  decrease  each  year  as  interest  payments  decrease  because 
of  the  reduction  of  the  balance  of  serial  bonds  outstanding.  The  Adams 
and  Pratt  addition  bonds  were  paid  off  in  1959.  The  Johnson  School 
bonds  will  be  paid  off  in  1966,  the  South  Junior  High,  the  Bicknell  Jun¬ 
ior  High,  the  Homestead  School  and  the  first  Pond  addition  in  1970,  the 
James  Humphrey  School  addition  in  1971  and  the  Nevin  School  addition 
in  1972.  The  total  bond  issues  paid  off  by  1972  will  total  $3,643,000, 
and  an  additional  $3,320,000  of  school  bonds  will  be  paid  in  full  in  1974. 

TEACHERS  AND  THEIR  SALARIES 

The  Teachers’  Association  presented  to  the  School  Committee  a 
salary  schedule  proposal  which  would  have  increased  minimum  salaries 
$200  at  all  levels,  provided  for  three  $300  increments  at  the  top  of  the 
schedule,  plus  a  $300  increment  after  20  years  of  service,  and  an  in¬ 
crease  from  $300  to  $400  in  the  differential  between  the  bachelor’s  level 
and  the  master’s  level,  and  also  between  the  master’s  level  and  the  30^ 
hours  beyond  the  master’s  level.  This  request  would  have  upped  maxi¬ 
mum  salaries  $500,  $600,  and  $700,  and  supermaximum  salaries  after 
twenty  years  $600,  $700,  and  $800.  The  cost  of  this  proposal  would  have 
been  $205,500  for  a  full  year  and  $68,500  in  1963  for  one-third  of  a  year. 

In  the  past,  for  the  sake  of  brevity,  we  have  been  inclined  to 
quote  bachelor’s  degree  salaries  only  in  discussing  salaries.  This  is  no 
longer  possible,  if  a  true  picture  is  to  be  presented,  as  198  or  40%  of  our 
present  instructional  staff  of  498  have  master’s  degrees  or  thirty  hours’ 
credit  beyond  the  master’s. 

The  teachers’  representatives  stated  that  they  were  primarily  in¬ 
terested  in  raising  the  maximum  salaries  that  long-time  career  teachers 
could  expect  to  attain  and  in  bringing  Weymouth’s  maximum  salaries 
more  nearly  in  line  with  those  in  the  65  cities  and  towns  in  the  State 
which  presently  have  higher  maximums  than  Weymouth. 

The  School  Committee  decided  that  with  the  passage  of  the  new 
minimum  salary  law  by  the  1962  Legislature,  increasing  the  mandated 
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minimum  by  $300  with  a  resulting  increase  in  minimum  salaries  all 
over  the  State,  it  was  essential  to  keep  our  relative  position  at  the  lower 
levels  of  the  schedule  in  order  to  be  in  a  competitive  position  to  secure 
well-prepared,  competent  teachers  who  rank  well  up  in  their  college 
classes.  Some  of  the  School  Committee  members  were  sympathetic  to 
the  need  for  higher  mximums,  but  felt  that  cost  wise  it  was  not  feasible 
to  grant  big  increases  in  maximums  and  to  raise  differentials  between 
levels  and  at  the  same  time  vote  sizable  increases  in  minimum  salaries. 
Consequently,  they  voted  to  increase  the  schedule  $3€‘0  at  all  steps  and 
levels  (see  revised  teachers'  salary  schedule)  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $46,700  in  1963. 

We  hear  arguments  against  the  continued  raising  of  teachers'  sal¬ 
aries  but  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  Massachusetts,  notwithstanding 
annual  increases  in  salaries  over  the  years,  has  lost  ground  in  compari¬ 
son  with  the  other  states:  in  1941  we  ranked  second  in  the  country,  in 
1961  we  ranked  17th.  Among  tlie  50  cities  and  towns  in  the  state  with 
populations  of  20,000  to  100,000,  Weymouth  ranked  16th  in  median  sal¬ 
aries  for  teachers  in  October  1961  but  dropped  to  20th  in  rank  in  Octo¬ 
ber  1962.  The  average  salaries  of  classroom  teachers  in  Weymouth  in¬ 
creased  only  $112  from  October  1961  to  October  1962. 

Among  our  immediate  neighbors,  the  minimum  salaries  of  teach¬ 
ers  with  bachelor’s  degrees  in  September  1963  will  be:  Braintree,  King’ 
ham  $4,900;  Brockton,  Cohasset,  Milton,  Weymouth  $4,800;  Marshfield, 
Quincy  $4,750;  Hull,  Scituate  $4,700;  Abington,  Hanover,  Holbrook  and 
Rockland  $4,500.  For  teachers  with  master’s  degrees  the  maximund 
salaries  in  September  will  be:  Marshfield  $8;200;  Milton  $8,100;  Brain¬ 
tree  $8,000;  Quincy  $7,875;  Hingham,  Scituate  $7,800;  Weymouth 
$7,500;  Brockton  $7,450;  Abington,  Holbrook,  Hull,  $7,300;  Cohasset 
$7,200;  Rockland  $7,100  and  Hanover  $6,900.  A  look  at  this  listing 
might  incline  one  to  conclude  that  Weymouth  teachers  are  not  unrea¬ 
sonable  when  they  ask  for  an  increase  in  salaries  for  career  teachers 
with  a  master’s  degree  and  long  years  of  devoted  service.

The  allowance  of  $33,800  in  the  above  table  for  additional  teachers 
will  provide  for  ten  and  one-half  new  teaching  positions  in  the  High 
School  and  High  School  Annex,  a  net  of  five  new  positions  in  the  junior 
high  schools,  and  four  additional  elementary  positions.  The  additional 
high  school  teachers  are  needed  primarily  because  of  increased  enrol- 
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ments.  The  equivalent  of  one  of  the  added  teachers  will  be  used  to 
reduce  the  teaching  load  of  department  heads  and  one  will  be  for  a 
new  position  of  developmental  and  speed  reading.  The  opening  of  the 
East  Junior  High  School  requires  the  addition  of  six  teachers  of 
special  subjects  and  one  French  teacher,  and  one  French  teacher  is 
provided  for  South  Junior  High  School,  but  this  total  of  eight  teachers 
is  reduced  to  a  net  increase  of  five  because  it  is  possible  to  reduce  the 
number  of  academic  teachers  by  three  due  to  the  opening  of  the  new 
junior  high  unit  with  its  corps  of  special  teachers.  With  this  increase, 
the  era  of  big  increases  in  the  teaching  staff  should  be  ended.  From 
19‘64  on,  the  increases  needed  should  be  relatively  small. 

THE  1963  SCHOOL  BUDGET 

A  great  deal  of  time  is  spent  each  year  in  compiling  and  assem¬ 
bling  the  necessary  facts  and  figures  for  the  .School  Committee’s  con¬ 
sideration  in  determining  the  financial  needs  of  a  growing  school  sys¬ 
tem.  The  man  hours  of  work  that  are  spent  in  the  preparation  of  a 
detailed  budget  are  necessary  in  order  to  arrive  at  as  nearly  an  accu¬ 
rate  estimate  as  possible  for  each  item.  If  the  amount  budgeted  for 
each  item  were  determined  without  sufficient  time  and  study  and  then 
-estimated  high  enough  to  be  on  the  safe  side,  the  total  amount  of  a 
budget  could  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

Upon  adoption,  a  budget  becomes  a  guide  for  expenditures 
throughout  the  year.  In  fact,  it  would  be  impossible  to  control  expen¬ 
ditures  in  as  large  an  operation  as  our  schools  today  without  a  detailed 
and  well  planned  budget. 

This  budget  is  $324,154  higher  than  last  year,  with  $259,0l23  or 
80%  of  the  increase  in  salaries.  This  is  an  increase  of  7.5%.  Percent¬ 
age  increases  in  the  budget  for  the  previous  ten  years  have  been  as 
follows:  7.8%,  6.6%,  8.6%,  ,10.8%,  10.8%,  14%,  15.4%,  10'.2%,  10.2%, 
17.7%. 

The  1963  estimates  show  a  big  increase  in  the  costs  of  operation 
due  primarily  to  the  opening  of  the  new  high  school;  the  1962  appro¬ 
priation  was  $397,833;  the  1963  budget  allowance  is  $462,157.  This 
account  includes  custodians’  salaries  and  supplies,  fuel,  lig'ht  and  power, 
water,  and  telephones.  The  vocational  school  estimatesi  also  show  a 
large  increase  due  to  the  expanded  shop  program  with  the  need  for 
more  teachers  and  supplies  plus  the  vocational  wing’s  share  of  the 
increased  operating  cost  of  the  new  plant;  the  1962  appropriation  was 
$185,129,  the  1963  budget  allowance  is  $2l2!l,'09i5. 

The  budget  under  administration  provides  for  a  second  full-time 
attendance  officer  starting  with  the  school  year  1963-64,  to  be  paid 
from  sOhool  funds.  Our  present  attendance  officer,  a  police  detective 
paid  by  the  Police  Department,  has  been  unable  to  give  sufficient 
time  to  this  work  in  recent  years. 

Each  year  the  Appropriations  Gommittee  is  furnished  with  an 
estimate  of  receipts  that  come  to  the  Town  to  help  offset  school  ex¬ 
penditures  such  as  State  aid,  tuition,  and  miscellaneous  cash  receipts. 
A  recent  check  of  these  receipts  over  a  six-year  period  showed  they 
had  increased  from'  $481,904  in  1958  to  $702,477  in  1963.  And  curiously 
enough,  as  school  budgets  have  gone  up  in  amount  each  year,  receipts 
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have  kept  an  even  pace  with  the  percentage  ranging  from  15  i>er  cent 
to  15.7  per  cent.  In  addition  to  these  receipts  that  are  subject  to  re- 
appropriation  by  the  Town  Meeting,  the  School  Committee  receives 
each  year  a  number  of  payments  from  the  federal  government  which 
are  not  subject  to  re-appropriation  by  the  Town  Meeting,  but  which 
are  used  to  decrease  the  town  appropriation  needed  for  the  support  of 
schools.  These  funds  totaled  $153,343’  in  1901,  $188,026  in  1962,  and 
an  estimated  $161,497  in  1963. 

NEW  PROGRAMS 

I  would  like  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  new  programs  and 
new  teaching  procedures  which  are  outlined  in  more  detail  in  the 
reports  of  the  Director  of  Instruction  and  the  Director  of  Audio-Visual 
Aids  elsewhere  in  this  report.  Among  these  new  departures  are:  the 
new  modem  arithmetic  in  the  elementary  grades;  modern  mathematics 
in  the  junior  high  and  high  school,  with  algebra  introduced  in  the  8th 
grade;  televised  instruction  continued  in  the  elementary  grades,  includ¬ 
ing  French  in  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  grades;  instruction  in  French  begun 
in  the  7th  grade  in  1962-'63,  to  be  continued  in  the  8th  grade  in  1963-64 
and  the  9th  grade  the  following  year;  and  for  junior  high  pupils  not 
electing  French,  a  developmental  reading  program  to  improve  the 
pupil’s  ability  to  achieve  at  a  higher  level  in  all  school  subjects. 

Public  speaking  and  speech  instruction  was  begun  in  the  high 
school  in  the  fall  of  1962.  This  program  will  be  required  for  juniors 
in  September  1963  and  it  will  be  integrated  with  the  English  program 
of  instruction  by  a  team  teaching  arrangement.  Team  teaching  in 
senior  college  preparatory  English  classes  will  be  inaugurated  in  1963 
to  provide  smaller  classes  for  composition  work.  The  English  lecture 
room  in  the  new  high  school,  seating  90  students,  will  make  this  new 
type  of  organization  possible.  The  program  in  developmental  and  speed 
reading  in  the  high  school  will  be  expanded  and  improved  with  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  a  second  teacher. 

Workshops  for  teachers  to  plan  and  prepare  for  the  new  elementary 
arithmetic  program  and  for  changes  in  the  secondary  English  curriculum 
and  in  teaching  procedures  will  be  held  in  the  summer  of  19i63. 

Future  improvements  in  curriculum  and  teaching  methods  and  pro¬ 
cedures  should  result  from  the  adoption  in  September  1962  of  a  new 
policy  extending  the  responsibility  of  department  heads  in  the  senior 
high  school  to  include  the  junior  high  school  grades.  In  September, 
1963,  the  teaching  loads  of  these  department  heads  will  be  reduced  in' 
order  that  they  may  have  more  time  for  supervision.  One  of  the 
primary  concerns  of  the  “Heads”  will  be  to  insure  greater  articulation 
between  the  junior  high  schools  and  the  senior  high  school  and  to 
plan,  with  the  help  of  the  teachers  in  their  department,  for  the  re¬ 
duction  or  elimination  of  the  repetitive  teaching  of  the  same  topics 
at  different  grade  levels  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  the  repetition 
leads  to  the  reinforcement  of  learning. 

CONCLUSION 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  teachers  and  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  for  their  co-operative  spirit,  their  work  on  curriculum 
and  other  committees,  and  their  general  devotion  to  duty.  To  the  office 
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staff,  I  express  my  thanks  for  their  wholehearted  co-operation  and 
hard  work.  To  the  School  Committee  for  its  friendly  counsel  and  sup¬ 
port  and  for  its  conscientious  devotion  to  its  civic  responsibilities,  I 
extend  my  full  appreciation.

SUPERVISION  AND  CURRICULUM  CONSTRUCTION 

Report  of  Joseph  E.  Killory 
Director  of  Instruction 

Before  submitting  my  first  annual  report,  I  should  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  my  predecessor,  Mrs.  Flora  H.  McGrath.  Her  devotion  to 
her  work  combined  with  her  boundless  energy  has  been  a  credit  to 
her  and  has  developed  educational  standards  for  which  Weymouth 
citizens  can  be  grateful  and  proud. 

ORGANIZATIONAL  CHANGE 

Starting  this  year  the  various  department  heads  in  the  Weymouth 
High  School  have  combined  with  the  Director  of  Instruction  in  assum¬ 
ing  responsibility  for  curriculum  development  in  the  junior  high 
schools.  This  form  of  organization  will  help  make  the  transition  from 
elementary  to  junior  high  to  high  school  smoother  for  Weymouth 
students  by  providing  a  subject  matter  continuity  from  grade  one 
through  twelve. 

GUIDING  POLICY 

It  is  my  opinion  that  we  should  expend  every  effort  possible  to 
provide  an  up-to-date  educational  program  for  the  children  of  Wey¬ 
mouth.  We  should  be  afraid  of  neither  the  new  nor  the  old.  We  should 
not  hesitate  to  be  the  first  to  try  or  the  last  to  relinquish,  if  we  are 
sincerely  convinced  of  the  value  in  either  case.  However,  to  be  at 
either  extreme  continuously  would  indicate  either  educational  imma¬ 
turity  or  educational  senility.  Weymouth  has  avoided  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  avoid  both  of  these  positions. 

SPECIALIZED  PROGRAMS 

;  Before  reporting  on  the  specialized  areas  of  Weymouth’s  educational 
program,  I  should  like  to  comment  on  the  excellent  day-to-day  work 
that  is  being  done  in  our  schools.  Since  we  assume  that  the  citizens 
of  Weymouth  are  familiar  with  the  work  in  phonics,  reading,  English, 
history,  science,  vocational  subjects,  physical  education,  etc.,  there  is 
a  tendency  in  a  report  of  this  type  to  describe  only  the  specialized 
programs  or  new  programs. 

Remedial  Reading  is  made  available  to  children  whose  progress 
in  reading  is  slower  than  we  believe  it  should  be  or  is  slower  than  that 
of  the  other  children,  and  therefore  is  interfering  with  the  child’s  school 
progress.  It  should  be  emphasized  that  an  excellent  student  whose 
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reading  is  only  satisfactory  is  in  need  of  special  help  in  reading  as 
much  as  the  child  who  learns  at  a  slower  rate. 

As  in  past  years,  immaturity,  excessive  absence,  low  verbal  ability, 
and  unexplained  reading  blocks  are  the  major  reasons  enumerated  by 
the  remedial  teachers  for  the  various  reading  difficulties  encountered 
by  their  pupils. 

Children  with  apparent  high  ability  who  have  trouble  with  reading 
are  a  major  problem  throughout  the  country.  It  is  our  plan  to  have  a 
continuing  attack  on  this  problem  of  ‘‘underachieving”  by  using  all 
facilities  and  personnel  available  for  discovering  and  helping  these 
youngsters. 

Speech  Correction  has  been  continued  this  year  with  169  children 
participating  in  this  program.  The  major  problem  areas  here  are 
the  articulation  disorders  (sound  substitution,  omission,  or  distortion) 
and  stuttering;  these  account  for  about  85%  of  the  cases  handled  by 
the  speech  therapist. 

IN-SERVICE  PROGRAMiS 

Each  year  it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  series  of  meetings 
for  the  staff  to  discuss  and  clarify  various  areas  of  teaching.  This 
school  year  the  topic  selected  was  “Weymouth’s  Marking  Policies.” 
Six  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  town  with  fifty-five  to  sixty 
teachers  at  each  meeting.  Special  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  meth¬ 
ods  of  determining  marking  standards  for  children  in  selected  classes. 
These  meetings  will  be  followed  by  a  series  of  meetings  at  the  primary, 
intermediate,  and  junior  high  school  levels  where  the  proiblems  peculiar 
to  each  level  will  be  discussed  in  more  detail. 

There  will  be  in-service  meetings  for  all  third  and  fourth  grade 
teachers  in  connection  with  modern  arithmetic  which  is  discussed  in- 
more  detail  under  “Future  Pro.grams.” 

NEW  PROGRAMS  THIS  YEAR 

French  has  been  introduced  at  the  seventh  grade  and  is  being 
studied  by  those  students  who  have  indicated  an  interest  and  an  apti¬ 
tude  for  it.  The  program  started  in  the  elementary  grades  with  tele¬ 
vised  lessons  in  grades  four  through  six,  and  will  be  continued  through 
the  junior  high  and  high  school  years  by  specialists.  Two  of  these  spe¬ 
cialists  were  hired  this  year. 

Developmental  Reading  has  also  been  introduced  this  year  at  the 
seventh  grade  level  for  those  who  could  benefit  more  from  it  than  from 
French.  The  program  is  designed  to  help  pupils  develop  better  reading 
and  study  skills,  at  whatever  level  they  may  have  reached,  by  provid-i 
ing  many  opportunities  for  supervised  individual  work.  This  program 
will  be  continued  into  grade  eight. 

Algebra  is  to  be  studied  by  all  eighth  grade  students  during  the 
second  half  of  the  school  year  1962-63.  It  will  provide  the  opportunity 
for  all  students  to  investigate  this  subject  area  in  order  that  they  may 
understand  and  appreciate  a  more  abstract  use  of  numbers.  It  will  also 
help  students  decide  whether  they  wish  to  continue  the  study  of  this 
subject  through  their  high  school  years. 
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FUTUEE  PROGRAMS 

Arithmetic  and  Higher  Mathematics  have  been  undergoing  a  tre¬ 
mendous  change  throughout  the  nation.  These  changes  have  led  to 
the  development  of  modern  mathematics  at  the  high  school  and  college 
levels.  They  have  brought  about  a  very  different  approach  to  the  study 
of  algebra,  geometry,  and  higher  mathematics. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  experimented  with  a  modern  ele¬ 
mentary  arithmetic  program  in  the  primary  grades  of  three  schools, 
and  we  shall  expand  it  to  all  third  and  fourth  grades  next  year.  Mod¬ 
ern  arithmetic  in  the  elementary  grades  should  serve  two  purposes: 
first,  it  should  help  the  child  learn  arithmetic  better  by  making  it 
more  meaningful;  and  second,  it  should  use  and  develop  terminology 
and  procedures  that  are  consistent  with  those  used  in  higher  mathe¬ 
matics.  This  is  precisely  what  our  new  program  will  do. 

Consideration  is  also  being  given  to  an  advanced  modern  mathe¬ 
matics  program  for  selected  seventh  grade  students  who  have  demon¬ 
strated  proficiency  in  arithmetic  from  grade  one  to  grade  six.  This 
program  would  provide  a  firm  foundation  for  those  who  might  be  se¬ 
lected  for  an  accelerated  mathematics  program  in  high  school  and 
would  work  with  the  “Set  Theory”  of  modern  mathematics. 

Penmanship  in  the  primary  grades  in  Weymouth  has  always  util¬ 
ized  the  cursive  (writing)  method  rather  than  the  manuscript  (letter¬ 
ing)  method.  Most  research  indicates  that  lettering  in  the  early  grades 
will  help  reduce  confusion  in  the  study  of  reading  by  eliminating  a 
“different”  alphabet. 

It  is  our  plan  to  consider  experimentation  with  the  manuscript 
method  in  a  few  schools  where  there  is  an  interest  indicated  by  teach¬ 
ers  and  principals. 

School  “dropouts”  have  been  a  national  problem  for  many  years 
since  the  young  people  who  leave  school  before  graduating  tend  to 
lead  less  successful  lives.  An  informal  investigation  of  the  relation  of 
“dropouts”  to  marks  has  been  started  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  way  may 
be  discovered  whereby  the  number  of  “dropouts”  may  be  reduced. 

GENERAL  SUPERVISION 

A  program  of  making  a  formal  visit  to  each  classroom  has  been 
initiated.  There  will  be  follow  up  visits  where  a  need  for  help  is  noted. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Assistant  Director  of  In¬ 
struction,  Miss  Helen  G.  McGovern;  the  School  Psychologist,  Miss  Dor¬ 
othy  E.  Gallant;  and  the  School  Adjustment  Counselor,  Mr.  John  E. 
Riley  for  their  help  in  this  very  involved  task  of  helping  children  learn 
effectively. 
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WEYMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Report  of  Wallace  L.  Whittle,  Principal 

This  year  1962  has  been  an  extraordinary  year  for  those  who  are 
connected  with  the  Hl^h  School.  We  have  been  anticipating  the  move 
to  the  new  high  school,  with  the  uncertainty  of  when  that  move  would 
be  made.  Because  of  this  situation,  it  has  been  necessary  to  make 
many  alternate  arrangements  so  that  the  school  could  operate  as  ef¬ 
ficiently  as  possible  regardless  of  the  site  occupied. 

,  One  of  the  main  obstacles  to  overcome  was  the  programming  of 
classes  without  sacrificing  the  attention  to  individual  needs.  By  mov¬ 
ing  the  Vocational  School  to  the  new  building  in  September,  we  were 
able  to  use  the  rooms  vacated  by  them  for  the  academic  pupils,  thus 
allowing  the  making  of  a  program  which  could  operate  in  either 
building.  Double  sessions  were  still  necessary,  but  the  number  of  soph¬ 
omores  attending  the  afternoon  session  was  cut  to  350  While  the  morn¬ 
ing  session  had  an  enrollment  of  1650.  It  was  arranged  for  the  morn¬ 
ing  •session  to  move  intact  to  the  new  school  and  the  present  afternoon 
session  to  remain  in  the  old  building,  but  on  a  time  schedule  conform¬ 
ing  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  new  building  schedule.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  kept  to  a  minimum  changes  of  teachers  although  it  did  necessi¬ 
tate  some  members  of  the  staff  teaching  in  both  buildings. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  and  thank  the  pupils  and  teachers  on  the 
cooperative  manner  in  which  they  accepted  and  helped  to  overcome 
the  inconveniences  which  they  encountered. 

In  the  past,  many  subjects  were  offered  for  four  periods  per 
week.  This  year,  these  subjects  were  programmed  five  periods  per 
week  whenever  possible.  In  addition,  physical  education  is  now  re¬ 
quired  of  all  pupils  twice  a  week.  The  latter  change  is  possible  because 
of  the  increased  capacity  in  the  new  gymnasia.  While  these  changes 
were  felt  to  be  advisable,  they  do  limit  the  flexibility  and  scope  of  the 
program,  and  increase  the  load  of  a  majority  of  the  pupils  to  a  minimum 
of  27  periods  in  classes  per  week.  The  pupils,  therefore,  have  less 
time  to  prepare  their  work  in  school  and  must  necessarily  do  more 
studying  at  home  if  they  wish  to  maintain  the  same  standards. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  we  have  not  moved  to  the  new  building, 
so  it  is  impossible  to  speak  of  its  operation  from  experience.  We  do 
feel  that  many  areas  have  been  greatly  improved  and  lootk  forward 
to  increased  efficiency  in  the  operation  of  the  school. 

The  various  departments,  under  the  supervision  of  the  department 
heads,  are  working  on  an  analysis  and  possible  revision  of  the  courses 
of  study.  Although  all  of  these  courses  are  subject  to  constant  revi¬ 
sion,  it  is  hoped  that  they  can  be  made  complete  and  semi-permanent 
by  the  end  of  this  year  so  that  they  will  be  available  for  the  school 
self-evaluation  which  must  be  done  next  year.  The  visiting  committee 
evaluation  will  then  follow  in  the  Fall  of  1964.  These  evaluations  are 
required  for  accreditation  of  the  school. 

Driver  Educatio.n  courses  have  been  re-introduced  this  year.  The- 
two  high  school  instructors,  each  of  who  spends  one-half  of  his  time 
in  driver  education,  have  had  full  programs  and  are  taking  care  of 
all  pupils  over  sixteen  years  of  age  who  are  desirous  of  this  training. 
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A  teacher  of  speech  and  drama  has  'been  added  and  while  this 
program,  because  of  its  late  start,  has  not  attracted  the  number  of 
pupils  that  we  should  like,  it  will  include  next  year  training  in  public 
speaking  for  all  junior  pupils  and  those  seniors  who  wish  some  train¬ 
ing  in  this  field.

WEYMOUTH  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  Ray  G.  Parker,  Director 

The  enrolment  of  our  school  on  September  21,  1962  was  297,  an 
increase  of  34  over  the  enrolment  in  1961. 

.  We  started  school  in  the  new  building  the  eleventh  of  September. 
Although  the  shops  and  classrooms  were  not  finished,  it  was  possible 
for  us  to  hold  classes.  The  machinery  had  been  moved  to  the  new 
building,  but  there  were  no  electrical  connections.  The  boys  worked 
hard  with  their  instructors  to  place  the  machinery,  build  stock  rooms, 
lumber  and  storage  racks  and  any  other  work,  to  speed  up  the  process 
of  putting  the  shops  in  order. 

The  school  has  a  capacity  of  359  boys  in  shops  and  classrooms. 
This  fulfills  the  state  requirement  as  to  the  amount  of  area  per  boy. 
Each  academic  room  has  an  area  of  850  ft.;  the  related  rooms  750  ft. 
Each  shop  was  laid  out  to  comply  with  the  proper  area  required.  When 
the  school  was  in  the  early  planning  stage,  each  classroom  and  shop 
teacher  made  a  layout  of  the  area  that  he  was  interested  in,  such  as 
the  size  of  the  shop  and  the  furniture  or  equipment  that  was  needed. 
These  sketches  were  given  to  the  architect  and  from  these  the  rooms 
and  shops  were  laid  out  as  near  as  the  building  designs  would  allow. 
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The  result  of  this  planning  is  a  fine  vocational  school  building  which 
meets  the  needs  of  our  school. 

The  furniture  for  the  new  school  which  was  built  in  our  shops 
during  the  school  year  l%'l-62  includes:  28  teachers’  desks,  11  ward¬ 
robes,  18  electronic  benches  and  storage  cabinets,  60  drawing  tables, 
34  shop  benches,  coffee  tables,  office  bench  and  counter,  and  classroom 
tables.  These,  together  with  the  bright  colors  used  in  decoration,  make 
our  school  unusually  attractive.  The  boys  in  the  Carpentry  Depart¬ 
ment,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Henley,  fabricated  all  of  the  lamin¬ 
ated  shop  benches;  the  Sheet  Metal  Shop,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Clarke  and  the  Auto  Repair  Shop,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Meda 
and  Mr.  Young,  fabricated  all  the  bases  for  the  benches.  All  of  the 
furniture  used  in  the  classroom,  including  all  desks  and  wardrobes,  was 
made  in  the  Cabinetmaking  Department  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Dwyer. 

The  machines,  and  most  of  the  equipment  used  in  the  old  school, 
were  moved  to  the  new  school,  except  one  table  saw  in  the  Cabinet¬ 
making  Shop,  which  was  moved  to  the  Maintenance  Shop. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  new  machines  which  have  been  added 
to  the  new  shops: 

The  Auto  Repair  department  has  a  new  Dynavision  machine  (for 
testing  electrical  work),  two  Globe  twin  post  lifts,  and  an  electrically 
operated  Hunter  Front  End  Aligning  Machine. 

The  Auto  Repair  department  is  new,  and  all  of  the  equipment  is 
new  as  follows:  a  DeVilbiss  iSpray  Booth,  a  Damage  Dozer,  complete 
with  all  accessories,  a  ten  ton  Hydraulic  Parts-Power  set,  a  two  ton 
Hydraulic  Porto-Power  set,  three  infra-red  drying  lamps,  one  wreck 
rack  with  all  equipment,  two  hydraulic  floor  jacks,  two  acetylene  weld¬ 
ing  outfits,  three  DeVilbiss  spray  guns,  three  grinders,  one  polisher, 
one  electric  sander,  plus  bench  vises,  hand  tools  and  other  equipment 
needed  in  the  trade. 

The  Cabinetmaking  department  has  a  new  Tannerwitz  table  saw, 
new  carbide  shaper  cutters  to  be  used  with  plastics  and  a  new  DeWalt 
saw  wlhich  was  purchased  late  in  li96il.  The  surface  planer  was  com¬ 
pletely  overhauled  and  some  modern  attachments  obtained. 

The  Carpentry  department  includes  a  new  Tannerwitz  taible  saw  and 
a  new  Boise  shaper.  The  old  benches  and  racks  have  been  replaced 
with  seven  benches,  one  layout  table,  and  two  lumber  racks.  A  1957 
Chevrolet  Suburban  truck  was  acquired  through  government  surplus 
at  a  cost  of  '$^47. 00'  as  there  was  a  need  for  additional  transportation 
for  the  boys  on  outside  projects. 

The  Sheet  Metal  department  has  a  new  bar  and  angle  storage  rack, 
twelve  new  wall  benches,  one  hexagonal  bench  for  hand  turning  and 
forming  machines,  three  new  Johnson  gas  furnaces  and  a  new  Heli-Arc 
welder. 

The  iPrinting  department,  now  called  Graphic  Arts,  has  a  complete 
off-set  printing  area.  This  equipment  is  capable  of  training  eighty  boys, 
having  forty  in  the  shop  at  one  time.  In  the  Letter  Press  area  there 
is  a  new  Linotype,  metal  saw,  new  Ludlow  matrices,  metal  type  stands 
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(donated),  galley  cabinets  (donated),  10  in  x  15  in.  Heidelberg  job 
press,  U50  Meihle  Verticle  cylinder  press,  one  imposing  stone,  one  Baum 
folding  machine,  one  power  paper  cutter  and  one  casting  furnace.  In 
th'e  Off-set  area  there  is  one  16  in.  x  20  in.  Robertson  dark  room  camera, 
completely  equipped  dark  room,  one  plate  whirler,  one  contact  vacuum 
frame,  one  flip  top  jjlate  maker,  one  Chief  17  offset  press,  one  1250 
Multilith  press,  one  14  in.  x  20  in.  Harris  off-set,  four  line-up  tables 
and  three  stripping  tables. 

The  new  Basic  Electronics  department  includes  the  following  equip¬ 
ment:  seven  sweep  generators,  seven  signal  marking  generators,  one 
sine  square  generator,  two  Dot  and  Bar  generators,  twenty  VTUM 
meters,  three  tube  testers,  five  electronic  marker  adders,  two  condenser 
checkers,  twenty  tool  boxes,  two  TV  stands,  ten  oscilloscopes  with  test 
probes,  twenty  soldering  guns,  twenty  soldering  irons,  fifteen  variacs, 
six  Johnson  test  speakers,  twelve  BE5  Science  Electronics  kits,  twelve 
Power  Supplies  for  BE5  kits,  twelve  test  boards,  one  RCA  Demonstrator 
Trainer  Model  161,  four  121  RCA  Radio  kits  demonstration,  two  RCA 
Laboratory  kits  601-10,  two  RCA  kits  60'1T.  Obtained  from  surplus 
property  were  one  spectrum  analyzer  (microwave),  one  pulse  generator, 
two  scopes,  one  0  meter  and  one  Capacitance  Bridge. 

The  equipment  in  the  various  departments,  the  building,  the  faculty, 
and  the  student  body  all  combine  to  make  our  school  outstanding.  The 
students  have  responded  to  the  influence  of  the  new  school  and  to  their 
teachers  so  well  that  there  are  almost  no  disciplinary  problems. 

The  school  committee  ruling  of  October  3,  1962  regarding  the  dress 
and  hair  cuts  of  students  in  the  secondary  school  has  been  a  great  help 
to  all  who  are  anxious  to  have  our  boys  present  a  good  appearance. 
There  has  been  little  opposition  on  the  part  of  our  students;  in  fact 
they  seem  to  like  the  ruling. 

We  lost  one  of  our  teachers,  Joseph  K.  Whittemore,  who  retired 
after  thirty-five  years  of  faithful  and  conscientious  service.  The  addi¬ 
tion  of  two  new  departments  and  the  addition  of  off-set  printing  to 
the  graphic  arts  program,  together  with  the  need  for  having  a  separate 
teacher  for  sophomore  English  and  Social  iStudies,  required  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  four  teachers.  This  brings  our  faculty  up  to  tw<^n+y  men.  All 
of  the  new  instructors  are  competent  and  effective  teachers  with  ex¬ 
cellent  preparation  and  experience  in  their  various  fie'd^ 

The  boys  in  the  school  continued  the  program  of  visits  to  industry 
or  other  places  of  an  educational  nature.  The  seniors  in  the  Problems 
of  Democracy  classes  visited  the  Quincy  District  Court  and  the  South 
Weymouth  Naval  Air  Base.  The  boys  in  Auto  Repair  attended  a 
Trouble  Shooting  Contest  sponsored  by  the  Chrysler-Plymouth  Corpor¬ 
ation  in  the  city  of  Lowell,  Mass.  The  two  boys  from  Weymouth  who 
entered  the  contest  were  Lawrence  Phillips  and  Russell  Bryant.  The 
Cabinetmakers  visited  Wood-Hu’s  and  Mucci’s  of  Brockton  and  the 
Wes-Pine  window  shop  in  Hanover.  The  Carpentry  group  visited  the 
Bird  plant  in  Walpole.  The  specialty  there  is  floor  covering  and  shin¬ 
gles.  The  Printing  department  sophomores  and  juniors  visited  the 
Tileston  and  Hollingsworth  paper  mill  where  they  saw  the  papermaking 
process  from  the  wet  pulp  to  the  finished  product.  The  senior  printers 
were  guests  of  the  Meade  Paper  Company  and  Rourke-Eno  Paper  Com¬ 
pany  of  Leominster,  Mass.  The  Sheet  Metal  group  visited  Teiner 
Roland  Company,  Inc.  to  observe  the  process  of  metal  spinning.

The  Vocational  Teachers’  Club  sponsors  the  Merit  Award  program 
for  the  outstanding  boy  in  each  department  who  has  achieved  the  high¬ 
est  rating  in  achievement,  attitude  and  citizenship.  This  year  the 
winners  were:  Auto  Repair,  Ronald  Walling;  Cabinetmaking,  Charles 
Melanson;  Carpentry,  Donald  Brissenden;  Printing,  George  Ohlson  and 
Sheet  Metal,  Richard  Martell. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Student  Government  Committee  is  George 
Scioscia  of  the  Carpentry  department.  He  is  also  President  of  the 
senior  class.  There  are  from  sixteen  to  eighteen  boys  on  the  Student 
Government  Committee  with  new  members  chosen  from  the  sophomore 
class  each  year  by  the  juniors  and  seniors  on  the  committee.  They  are 
members  as  long  as  they  are  in  school  unless  their  behavior  makes  it 
necessary  for  them  to  be  dropped.  These  boys  exert  a  strong  influence 
on  the  behaviour  of  the  student  body.  The  Chairman  of  the  Student 
Government  Committee  presented  a  certificate  of  welcome  to  Mr.  Wal¬ 
lace  L.  Whittle,  the  principal  of  the  high  school,  at  their  opening  cere¬ 
mony  on  Friday,  December  21,  1962.  The  1961-62  acting  president  of 
the  senior  class,  Lloyd  Gillie,  was  chosen  to  represent  the  school  at 
the  Student  Government  Day  at  the  State  House.  His  assignment  was 
to  act  as  Representative.  The  school  representative  at  the  Jewish  War 
Veterans’  breakfast  was  Wayne  Albion  of  the  Carpentry  department. 
The  school  is  proud  of  the  selection  as  there  were  only  two  other  vo¬ 
cational  schools  represented. 

The  Auto  Repair  department,  under  the  supervision  of  Prank  Meda 
and  Edwin  Young  as  shop  instructors  and  Henry  Marshman  as  related 
teacher,  completed  376  jobs  with  a  market  value  of  $'29,484.24.  The 
Printing  department,  under  the  supervision  of  John  Collins  and  Herman 
Perry  as  shop  instructors  and  George  Nott  as  related  teacher,  completed 
307  jobs  with  a  market  value  of  $21,983.14.  The  Cabinetmaking  depart¬ 
ment,  under  the  supervision  of  William  Dwyer  as  shop  instructor  and 
Jalmar  Nelson  as  reJated  instructor — also  George  Klay  as  related  draw¬ 
ing  teacher,  has  completed  199  jobs  with  a  market  value  of  $26,510.02. 
This  included  the  sciiool  furniture.  The  Carpentry  department,  under 
the  supervision  of  Philip  Henley  as  shop  instructor,  Fred  Carlson  as 
instructor  of  outside  projects,  Jalmar  Nelson  as  related  instructor  and 
George  Klay  as  related  drawing  teacher,  completed  222  jobs  with  a 
market  value  of  $31,543.58. 

The  outside  projects  of  the  Carpentry  department,  under  the  sup¬ 
ervision  of  Fred  Carlson,  included  building  a  home  for  Ralph  Walo 
of  Hilton  Drive,  South  Weymouth.  This  home  consisted  of  three  bed¬ 
rooms,  livingroom,  diningroom,  kitchen,  family  room,  playroom  in  the 
basement,  and  a  one-car  garage,  plus  a  small  tool  shed  at  the  rear  of 
the  lot.  This  home  was  completed  in  April  last  year  and  the  School 
Committee  approved  an  additional  project  for  the  year,  an  addition  of 
a  sun  room  and  work  room  on  the  home  of  Joseph  K.  Whittemore  on 
Russell  Road,  South  Weymouth.  The  department  also  finished  a  lumber 
storage  shed  for  the  Sewer  Department  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  The 
new  home  for  the  year  1962-1963  is  being  built  for  John  and  Helena 
Moriarty  on  Lindale  Avenue,  North  Weymouth.  This  house  is  a  two 
story  Garrison  style  building  which  consists  of  four  bedrooms,  living- 
room,  kitchen,  breezeway,  garage,  basement  play  room  and  a  bomb 
shelter  under  a  reinforced  garage  floor. 

The  Sheet  Metal  department,  under  the  supervision  of  Harold 
Clarke  as  shop  instructor  and  James  Boland  as  related  instructor,  com- 
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pleted  309  jobs  with  a  market  value  of  $16,5'5‘6.6i9.  This  shop,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  its  regular  variety  in  all  types  of  work,  fa:bricated  the  pipe 
bases  for  the  shop  benches  for  the  new  school  as  well  as  the  fabrica¬ 
tion  of  the  duct  work  and  installation  of  the  forced  warm  air  system 
for  the  new  home  built  by  the  boys  in  the  Carpentry  department. 

The  name  of  the  school  was  changed  this  year  from  the  Weymouth 
Voca.tional  to  the  Weymouth  Vocational  Technical  High  School,  as 
recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Vocational  -Education,  and 
confirmed  by  a  vote  of  the  School  Committee. 

The  new  Basic  Electronics  course  is  a  highly  technical  program 
financed  under  National  Defense  Act  Title  VIII,  which  means  that  all 
of  the  equipment  is  paid  for  by  this  Act  except  for  the  amount  which 
the  town  receives  from  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission. 
The  salary  of  the  instructor  is  100'%  reimbursable  for  the  school  year 
1962-63. 

The  recent  report  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Vocational  Edu¬ 
cation  appointed  by  President  Kennedy  furnishes  a  guidepost  for 
changes  that  must  be  made  in  vocational  education  programs  in  this 
country  over  the  next  fev/  years.  The  report  points  out  that  the  most 
rapidly  expanding  occupations  require  the  most  education  and  train¬ 
ing  and  that  public  supported  vocational  schools  are  not  preparing 
enough  students  to  fill  the  job  needs  of  the  nation  for  skilled  workers 
and  technicians. 

Every  state  in  the  union  offers  federally  aided  vocational  train¬ 
ing  programs  for  industry  under  seven  different  acts  of  Congress  start¬ 
ing  with  the  Smith-Hughes  Act  of  1917  down  to  the  new  Man  Power 
Development  and  Training  Act  of  1962.  In  a  changing  world  of  work, 
vocational  education  must  meet  the  needs  as  training  opportunities  are 
offered  to  the  twenty-one  million  non-college  graduates  who  will  enter 
the  labor  market  in  the  1960’s.  It  must  provide  training  and  retraining 
for  workers  whose  skills  must  be  updated. 

It  is  estimated  that  by  1970,  eighty-seven  million  Americans  will 
be  working  full  time  as  contrasted  to  fifty-eight  million  now  employed. 
As  the  percentage  of  unskilled  workers  decreases  each  year,  it  is  evi¬ 
dent  that  the  need  for  programs  to  train  skilled  workers  and  technicians! 
will  continue  to  increase  at  a  rapidly  expanding  rate.  The  value  of 
training  for  a  specific  job  is  shown  by  the  unemployment  rates  of 
recent  graduates  as  15%  of  high  school  graduates  are  unemployed  and 
only  5%  of  vocational  graduates  are  unemployed.  If  we  are  to  train 
effectively  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  skilled  workers  and  tech¬ 
nicians  there  will  inevitably  be  many  curriculum  changes  in  our  school 
in  the  next  ten  years. 

There  are  thirty-four  non-resident  students  enrolled  in  the  school. 
Of  this  number,  twenty-five  are  sophomores,  five  are  juniors  and 
four  are  seniors,  representing  sixteen  cities  and  towns  around  the  South 
Shore  area.  The  larger  number  of  sophomores  admitted  to  the  school 
this  year  was  possible  because  of  the  increased  capacity  of  the  new 
building. 

In  the  evening  school  there  are  two  Evening  Trade  Extension  and 
Apprentice  classes.  Blue  Print  Reading  and  Architectural  Drawing 
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taught  by  William  E.  Sullivan  and  Letter  Press  and  Off-Set  printing 
taught  by  John  F.  Collins  and  Melvin  C.  Dunn.

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Report  of  the  East  Junior  High  School  Remodelling  Committee 

The  Committee,  authorized  at  the  1961  Annual  Town  Meeting,  was 
appointed  and  first  met  in  October,  1961  to  consider  the  problem  of 
converting  the  old  high  and  vocational  school  to  a  junior  high  school  for 
East  Weymouth. 

Upon  inspection,  the  Committee  found  that  the  school,  now  in 
one  section  over  sixty  years  old  and  in  others  approaching  forty  years 
of  age,  was  badly  in  need  of  overhauling  with  respect  to  heating, 
plumbing  and  electrical  work.  It  was  without  an  approvable  fire 
alarm  system  and  had  m.any  defects  in  exits,  smoke  doors,  emergency 
lighting  and  other  safety  items,  for  which  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Safety  demanded  correction. 

Faced  with  substantial  mechanical  costs,  the  Committee  has  not 
attempted  to  do  more  than  make  the  most  necessary  room  changes. 
These  include  a  sewing  room,  relocating  the  library  to  more  adequate 
space,  art  room,  health  room  near  the  office  for  better  supervision, 
modernizing  the  girls’  toilets,  enlarging  several  small  classrooms,  all 
in  the  center  and  left  buildings. 

To  correct  a  very  bad  situation  in  the  girls’  shower  room,  a  small 
34-foot  addition  is  being  proposed  on  the  end  of  the  auditorium  together 
with  a  music  room  off  the  stage. 

The  old  vocational  school  building  will  become  quarters  for  the 
junior  manual  arts  classes  and  industrial  arts  shops  for  the  junior 
high  school. 

The  Committee  has  devoted  most  of  its  time  to  the  problem  of 
costs,  basing  all  its  decisions  on  this  important  factor. 

Final  bids  for  construction  will  be  ready  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March.

Gentlemen: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  my  annual  report  on  the 
activities  of  the  office  of  Town  Counsel  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1962. 

During  the  year,  a  wide  variety  and  great  number  of  legal  matters 
arising  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  operation  of  the  Town  Government 
required  the  attention  of  this  office.  The  office  engaged  in  litigation  in 
the  Supreme  Judicial,  Superior  and  District  Courts  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  advised  town  officers,  commissions,  departments  and  boards. 
The  services  involved,  the  interpretation  of  existing  statutes  and  town 
bylaws,  rendering  opinions  on  various  matters  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  to  other  Boards  and  Committees,  and  the  handling  of  a  great  volume 
of  business  coming  before  the  office  in  the  ordinary  course. 

Many  cases,  claims  or  actions  by  or  against  the  Town  have  been 
disposed  of  either  by  settlement  on  terms  considered  favorable  to  the 
Town  or  by  trial  before  a  single  justice  or  superior  court  jury.  Approxi¬ 
mately  25  claims  were  filed  against  the  Town  for  personal  injuries  or 
property  damage  alleged  to  have  arisen  from  negligent  defects  in  the 
highways  of  the  Town.  The  policy  of  causing  an  immediate  police 
investigation  of  such  claims  and  having  a  medical  examination  of  the 
injured  claimant  by  a  competent  physician,  designated  by  this  office, 
has  been  followed  and  this  procedure  has  proved  to  be  most  effective 
and  beneficial  to  the  Town  and  has  resulted  in  a  new  low  being  reached 
in  the  payment  of  public  funds  for  this  type  of  claim.  In  1962,  the  sum 
of  $167.42  represents  the  total  sum  paid  in  settlement  of  such  cases. 

During  the  year  1962,  this  office  forwarded  to  the  Town  Treasurer, 
the  sum  of  $26,616.24  received  from  the  settlement  or  prosecution  of 
claims  of  actions  instituted  by  the  office  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 

Pursuant  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  and  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital,  a  Bill  in  Equity  was  filed  in  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  seeking  authority  to  permit  the  transfer  and 
delivery  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Fund  to  the  South  Shore  Hospital 
in  Weymouth  for  the  construction  of  a  “Laban  Pratt  Wing”  to  the 
present  South  Shore  Hospital  facilities.  The  proposed  wing  will  contain 
40-50  beds  for  the  use  of  resident  of  Weymouth  and  others.  In  connection 
with  these  proceedings,  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed 
John  F.  Newton  as  Assistant  Town  Counsel.  Mr.  Newton  has  rendered 
valuable  assistance  in  connection  with  the  preparation  and  presentation 
of  this  matter  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court.  The  Court  has  ordered 
the  issuance  of  an  Order  of  Notice  to  the  Attorney  General  and  all  the 
heirs  at  law  of  the  late  Laban  Pratt,  returnable  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  next.  After  this  return  day  has  come  to  past,  this  office  will 
seek  a  prompt  hearing  before  the  court. 
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This  office  filed  a  Bill  for  Declaratory  Judgment  in  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  challenging  the  constitutionality  of  Chapter  452,  Sections 
of  1961,  and  so  called  South  Shore  Transportation  Bill.  Although,  all 
preparatory  work  has  been  completed  in  the  case,  including  preparation 
and  printing  of  a  Brief  for  submission  to  the  Court,  the  case  has  not 
been  assigned  for  a  formal  hearing,  and  at  the  present  time,  the  South 
Shore  Transportation  District  is  inoperative. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  various  legal  services  and  many 
written  legal  opinions  were  rendered  to  the  Police  Department,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works,  School  Committee,  Fire  Departmnt,  Town  Tras- 
urer.  Public  Welfare  Department,  High  School  Building  Committee  and 
others.  Many  certificates  of  entry  were  prepared  for  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  in  connection  with  street  takings  voted  by  the  Town 
Meeting.  All  Orders  of  Street  Takings  and  Certificates  of  Entry  were 
duly  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  or  Norfolk  District  Office  of 
the  Land  Court. 

In  all  cases  involving  the  payment  of  public  fund5,  the  BoarcJ  of 
Selectmen  were  consulted  and  its  advice  and  consent  secured  prior  to 
payment. 

In  reference  to  Tort  Claims  against  the  Town  of  any  nature  or 
description,  due  consideration  of  liability  was  given  and  settlement  made 
only  when  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

Many  contracts  from  various  Town  Departments  were  submitted 
for  approal  by  this  office  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  Town’s 
Bylaws. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  pro¬ 
found  appreciation  to  each  and  every  department,  board,  commission, 
and  department  superintendent  for  the  excellent  cooperation,  courtesies, 
and  assistance  extended  to  this  office,  without  which  the  duties  of  this 
office  would  be  most  burdensome.  I  particularly  wish  to  extend  my 
appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  implicit 
confidence  placed  in  me  and  for  the  sincere  and  earnest  cooperation 
received.

Pratt  Hospital,  the  undersigned  is  duly  authorized  to  submit  to  your 
Board  this  Annual  Report  required  by  the  provisions  of  Section  3, 
Chapter  246,  an  Act  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  approved  April 
26,  1946,  creating  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  as  a  corporation.

On  January  31,  1962  the  Trustees  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital 
met  and  passed  a  series  of  ten  stipulations  for  transmittal  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  as  an  outline  of  the  terms  under 
which  the  Laban  Pratt  Trustees  would  consider  contributing  the  money 
in  the  Fund  to  the  South  Shore  Hospital.  These  stipulations  were  as 
follows: 

Item  1.  That  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Fund  shall  be  used  to  construct 
an  addition  to  the  present  South  Shore  Hospital  facilities  to 
contain  facilities  for  not  less  than  forty  beds,  to  be  known  as 
the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing. 

Item  2.  That  if  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Fund  is  insufficent  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  structure,  it  would  be  the  plan  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  to  raise  by  public  subscription  and 
Federal  aid  or  otherwise  any  funds  necessary  to  complete  the 
Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing. 
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It  is  further  understood  that  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore 
Hospital  will  plan  to  raise  such  additional  funds  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  the  Suffolk  County  Probate  Court. 

It  is  further  understood  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Laban  Pratt 
Hospital  shall  not  transfer  or  deliver  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital 
Fund  to  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  until  they 
(Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital)  have  raised  the  nec¬ 
essary  financing  to  construct  and  complete  the  Laban  Pratt 
Memorial  Wing. 

Item  3.  That  a  building  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  construct  the 
said  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  which  shall  be  comprised  of 
five  members,  two  members  from  among  the  Trustees  of  the 
Laban  Pratt  Hospital  and  two  members  from  among  the*  number 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital,  one  who  shall 
be  the  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital.  The  fifth  member  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital. 

Item  4.  That  the  said  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  to  be  constructed 
shall  be  known  as  the  “Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing”  and  be 
suitably  marked  by  a  plaque  or  otherwise. 

Item  5.  That  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  to  be  constructed  as 
herein  provided  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Weymouth,  although  not  exclusively. 

Item  6.  That  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  acting  by  and  through  its  mod¬ 
erator,  shall  appoint  three  residents  and  voters  of  the  Town 
of  Weymouth  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  South 
Shore  Hospital;  one  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  for  a  term 
of  two  years,  and  the  third  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
their  successors  shall  be  appointed  each  for  terms  of  three 
years. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital 
shall  take  whatever  legal  action  is  necessary  to  revise  their 
corporative  charter  to  provide  for  the  foregoing  appointments 
to  its  Board  of  Trustees  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Towm  of 
Weymouth. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Fund  shall  not 
be  transferred  or  delivered  to  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore 
Hospital  until  such  time  as  a  special  act  has  been  passed  by 
the  General  Court  permitting  the  foregoing  appointments. 

Item  7.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  will  furnish 
and  maintain  all  equipment  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the 
Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  herein  provided  for. 

Item  8.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  will  assume  and 
pay  all  costs  of  maintenance,  repairs  and  operational  costs 
of  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  herein  proposed,  for  both 
charitable  and  other  patients. 

Item  9.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  will  provide 
by  public  subscription.  Federal  aid,  or  otherwise,  such  addi- 
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tional  funds  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  any  operational 
deficit  or  expense  arising  from  the  operation  of  the  Laban 
Pratt  Memorial  Wing. 

Item  10.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  will  operate 
The  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  in  conjunction  with  and  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  present  South  Shore  Hospital. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital, 
held  on  May  29,  1962  it  was  voted:  “That  the  South  Shore  Hospital 
accepts  without  change  or  qualification  the  ten  stipulations  adopted  by 
the  Laban  Pratt  Trustees  at  their  meeting  on  January  31,  1962.  This 
cleared  the  way  for  the  legal  action  necessary  to  secure  the  approval 
of  the  Courts  of  the  stipulations  themselves  as  a  basis  for  making  the 
plan  effective.  The  Town  Counsel  was  subsequently  authorized  by  the 
Selectmen  to  initiate  the  necessary  legal  proceedings.  At  the  year  end 
a  hearing  has  been  set  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  with  respect  to  the  matter. 

After  the  Annual  Town  Election  in  March,  Mr.  Franklin  Fryer 
became  ex-officio  Chairman  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Trustees.

Gentlemen: 

We  are  pleased  to  submit  herewith  the  third  annual  report  of  the 
Weymouth  Council  for  the  Aging. 

In  an  effort  to  learn  at  first  hand  what  the  needs  and  interests  of 
our  older  citizens  are,  the  Council  prepared  and  mailed  to  all  Weymouth 
residents  60  years  of  age  or  over  a  letter  and  questionnaire  which  we 
asked  them  to  answer. 

We  were  pleased  with  the  response  from  which  we  have  obtained  a 
clearer  picture  of  the  varying  circumstances  and  desires  of  our  older 
population.  30%  expressed  no  particular  wants.  Many  praised  services 
already  being  received  from  the  Town,  such  as  Old  Age  Assistance, 
Medical  Aid  to  the  Aged,  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  the  Senior 
Citizens  Recreation  Club.  Others  stressed  the  lack  of  adequate  housing 
within  their  means,  their  hope  for  part-time  employment,  the  lack  of 
transportation  facilities,  and  the  need  for  counseling.  With  assistance 
from  the  United  States  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  in 
tabulating  and  evaluating  the  returns,  the  Council  will  have  a  sound 
basis  for  working  out  its  program  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Council  has  been  pleased  to  observe  and  assist  the  formation  of 
a  Drop-In  Center,  called  the  Friendship  Club,  at  the  Old  South  Union 
Church  in  South  Weymouth.  It  is  hoped  that  other  projects  of  this  nature 
may  be  started  in  other  parts  of  the  Town. 

At  the  time  of  the  election,  we  prepared  detailed  directions  concern¬ 
ing  the  use  of  the  absentee  ballot  by  those  unable  to  get  to  the  polls  and 
these  were  distributed  together  with  the  necessary  application  blanks 
to  all  Nursing  and  Rest  Homes  in  Weymouth. 

Several  members  of  the  Council  are  cooperating  with  the  efforts  of 
the  South  Shore  Federation  of  Church  Councils  and  the  United  Church 
Women  of  Weymouth  to  provide  more  effective  visiting  among  those  who 
are  shut-in. 

The  Council  is  encouraged  by  the  growing  aw'areness  on  the  part  of 
an  increasing  number  of  persons  and  groups  within  the  Town  that  much 
can  be  done  individually  and  collectively  to  promote  a  more  favorable 
climate  here  for  those  of  advancing  years.

To:  The  Citizens  of  Weymouth,  Mass. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  pleased  to  submit  its  Fifth  Annual 
Report  and  Budget  for  the  forthcoroing  year  in  the  amount  of  $2,602,- 
848.12.  This  represents  a  decrease  of  $6,532.28  or  0.25%  less  than  the 
ajypropriation  for  1962. 

This  minute  decrease  in  request  for  overall  appropriation  testifies 
that  Ave  have  endeavored  to  fulfill  our  objectives  of  holding  the  line  on 
expenditure;  coordinating  all  phases  of  the  operation  under  our  control 
and  adhering  to  planned  and  projected  programs.  The  centralization  of 
various  equipment,  broad  utilization  of  skilled  personnel  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  various  tasks  and  closer  supervision  in  the  field  have  contributed 
to  the  success  of  this  facet  of  our  municipal  government. 

The  'Sewer  Service  Charge  instituted  on  April  1,  1962,  has  met  with 
financial  success  with  over  75%  of  the  charges  levied  having  already 
been  paid.  We  are  quite  confident  that  these  funds  will  provide  for  the 
maintenance  of  those  sewer  facilities  which  service  the  users  of  the 
system. 

The  change  in  water  rates  (first  since  1948)  will  enable  us  to  further 
our  reinforcing  program  without  the  request  for  additional  funds  to  be 
raised  from  tax  levy.  The  increased  revenue  will  also  insure  continuity 
of  improvements  to  the  existing  system  on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

The  Master  Highway  Program  was  continued  with  the  reconstruction 
of  a  section  of  Commercial  Street  near  the  new  High  School.  The  first 
phase  of  the  construction  of  the  new  Winter  Street  has  been  accomplish¬ 
ed  and  completion  of  the  total  project  is  scheduled  for  the  summer  of 
1963.  Chapter  90  funds  are  presently  allocated  for  the  reconstruction  of 
the  remaining  sections  of  Commercial  Street  in  the  Weymouth  Heights 
and  East  Weymouth  sections. 

The  long  awaited  BACK  RIVER  FLOOD  CONTROL  program  com¬ 
menced  in  June,  1962.  The  second  and  third  stages  of  this  project  are 
being  prepared  at  this  time.  We  are  now  awaiting  the  decision  of  the 
State  Legislature  and  the  Division  of  Waterways  of  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  before  we  can  estimate  when  this  major  undertak¬ 
ing  will  be  completed.  We  have  assumed  the  initiative  and  the  State 
Senator  and  Representatives  of  this  district  have,  at  our  request,  spon¬ 
sored  legislation  seeking  necessary  funds  for  all  of  our  Chapter  91  pro¬ 
jects  for  which  the  Town  of  Weymouth  has  already  appropriated  match¬ 
ing  funds.  Prioirty  in  this  legislation  has  been  placed  on  the  second  and 
third  stages  of  the  East  Weymouth  flood  control  work. 

Completion  of  the  Fort  Point  pumping  station  was  delayed  due  to  an 
unfortunate  explosion  this  past  summer;  however,  this  station  will  be 
operable  prior  to  the  connection  of  the  houses  to  be  served  in  this  area. 

To  the  Police  Department,  Fire  Department,  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  Counsel,  Town  Accountant,  School  Department  and  all  other  town 
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officials  wiho  have  assisted  us  in  our  many  undertakings  of  this  past  year, 
we  express  our  sincere  thanks.  We  are  also  indebted  to  the  general  public 
for  their  patience  and  understanding  during  the  construction  periods  of 
this  past  year. 

In  preparing  the  budget  for  1963,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  has 
been  extremely  mindful  of  the  burden  that  increased  taxes  place  upon  the 
homeowner  and  we  trust  that  you  will  give  this  report  your  careful  con¬ 
sideration.

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I.  MASTER  DRAINAGE  1962 

Construction  of  Phase  I  of  Weymouth  Back  River  Flood  Control 
was  commenced  in  1962.  F.  E.  Dadderio  $375,370.00. 

The  balance  of  the  Project  (Phase  II  and  III  is  still  delayed  be¬ 
cause  of  the  workload,  the  shortage  of  design  engineers,  and  the  re- 
organizational  studies  in  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  Water¬ 
ways  Division. 

In  order  to  expedite  the  Waterway  Projects  as  much  as  possible, 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  has  initiated  special  bills  into  the  State 
Legislature  through  the  Senator  and  Representatives. 

Until  the  entire  project  is  completed  the  lower  Jackson  Square  is 
constantly  in  danger  of  flooding.  Every  rainstorm  and  thaw,  crews  work 
around  the  clock  at  Whitman’s  Pond  Dam. 

In  1962  the  turnover  in  the  Engineers  Division  was  such  that  many 
projects  did  not  get  designed  and  constructed. 

Bids  were  let  in  December  for  a  combined  drainage  contract  taking 
in  Cranberry  Pond,  Essex  St.  Drain,  completion  of  Phillips  Creek  and 
the  North  Weymouth  Parking  Drain.

The  design  features  of  this  portion  of  highway  construction  were 
influenced  to  co-ordinate  with  the  construction  of  the  new  North  Senior 
High  School.  The  wide  concrete  sidewalk,  the  modern  metal  street 
light  standards  with  underground  service,  and  the  planted  public  green 
were  all  departures  from  usual  standards. 

Plans  fior  1962  included  construction  of  Winter  Street  from  Route 
18  (Main  St.)  to  Middle  St.  and  a  portion  of  Middle  St.  from  Hanover 
to  Washington  St.  The  project  was  divided  into  two  projects: 

1.  Removal  of  peat 


In  places  along  the  new  County  layout  of  Winter  Street, 
peat  was  encountered  to  a  maximum  depth  of  38'. 
Contractor  Sylvester  Ray  $72,000  —  100%  complete 
38,000  cubic  yards  of  peat  were  removed,  2,000  cubic  yards 
of  rock  were  removed  and  31,000  cubic  yards  of  gravel 
material  replaced. 
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Following  this  operation,  sewer  was  installed  in  this  section. 
Allowing  for  a  winter’s  settlement,  final  reconstruction 
will  be  accomplished  spring  and  summer,  1963. 

III.  SHORE  PROTECTION  AND  BEACH  FACILITIES  1962 

In  1962  no  work  was  accomplished  under  this  program  in  that  all 
work  is  subject  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  Waterways. 
As  stated  under  “Master  Drainage — Back  River  Flood  Control,"  no 
work  was  issued  out  of  the  Waterways  Division  in  Weymouth  in  1962 
except  Phase  I,  Back  River.

The  State  Department  of  Public  Works  intends  to  make  one  pro¬ 
ject  out  of  Numbers  1,  3,  4  and  6. 

The  State  has  recently  opened  bids  for  Item  2,  Driftwiay.  This 
work  should  be  accomplisihed  early  1963. 

Again  as  with  the  Weymouth  Back  River  Flood  Control,  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  has  through  the  co-operation  of  Representatives  Hollis, 
Connell,  Johnson  and  Senator  Holmes  filed  special  bills  for  these  projects. 


IV.  MASTER  SEWER  PROGRAM  1962

Stations.  Wituwamat  Station  100%  complete — Fort  Point  Station 
95%  complete.  This  project  suffered  a  delay  caused  by  an  explo¬ 
sion  that  completely  destroyed  the  superstructure.  The  definite 
cause  of  this  explosion  is  unknown  only  that  certain  fumes  or  gases 
used  during  construction  gathered  in  the  structure  and  were  ignited. 
Although  several  workmen  were  seriously  injured,  no  fatalities  re¬ 
sulted.  The  Town  suffered  no  financial  loss.

Weymouth  Asphalt— $40,000— 100%  complete.

XI.  PROPOSED  SEWER  1963 

As  with  the  past  several  years,  a  serious  effort  has  heen  made  to 
continue  a  logical  expansion  of  the  sewer  program. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  considered  in  study  a  total  value  of 
approximately  $2,500,000  of  sewer  construction.  This  figure  had 
to  be  pared  down  to  a  reasonable  yearly  budget.  The  balance  may 
be  considered  in  1964  —  and  beyond. 

The  areas  selected  for  construction  in  1963  are  as  follows: 

1.  Commercial  St.  —  Unicom  to  James  Rd. 

Will  include  St.  Anne  Rd.,  part  of  East  St.,  Unicorn,  Commercial, 
parts  of  Mt.  Vernon  East  and  West,  James  and  Genevieve. 

This  project  will  be  let  out  for  construction  early  spring.  The 
State  (Chapter  90)  is  designing  the  reconstruction  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  of  Commercial  (Jaffrey  to  Unicorn)  for  spring  and  sTimmer 
reconstruction. 

2.  Broad  St.  —  Broad  St.  Place  to  Central  Sq. 

Will  include  easement  to  Clapp  Memorial  Y.M.C.A. — ^Prepare 
that  section  of  Broad  Street  for  future  highway  reconstruction. 

3.  Broad  St.  —  Cottage  St.  to  Central  Sq. 

Will  pick  up  serious  condition  at  Sunnylea  Apts,  and  others. 
Prepare  that  section  of  Broad  St.  for  future  highway  recon- 
(Struction. 

4.  Middle  St. — Central  Sq.  to  Maple  St. — ^Academy  Ave.  to  King  Oak 
Present  Sewer  Contract  45  includes  construction  up  Maple  St. 
onto  Middle  to  the  Town  Offices  and  old  High  School;  the  two 
short  areas  included  in  this  item  will  complete  all  sewer  from 

King  Oak  to  Central  Sq. 

5.  North  Weymouth  —  Federal  Aided  Pumping  Station  at  Witu- 
wamut  Rd. 

Will  include  part  of  Wessagussett  Rd.,  Squanto,  Pecksuot,  Pao- 
met;  part  of  Pilgrim,  Wadaga,  Hobamock,  Harborview,  Grand¬ 
view  and  Shore  Drive. 

This  construction  will  clear  a  heavily  populated  trouble  area 
and  answer  in  part,  the  Town’s  obligation  to  the  Federal  agree¬ 
ment. 

6.  South  Weymouth  —  Mill  River  trunk  development

2.  Emergency  spraying 

Insects  and  diseases  make  their  appearance  by  Nature’s  calen¬ 
dar  and  are  only  subject  to  meteorological  conditions.  Weather 
is  a  most  important  factor  in  our  operations.  This  point  is 
especially  emphasized  by  the  outbreak  of  Spring  Canker  Worm 
which  made  its  delayed  epidemic  outbreak  in  early  Summer. 
From  the  Blue  Hills  eastward  and  to  the  south  thousands  of 
acres  of  forest  were  stripped  of  foliage  and  only  in  Weymouth 
the  line  was  held  against  further  depredations  of  this  cater¬ 
pillar. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Public  Works  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  proclaimed  an  emer¬ 
gency  and  authorized  $4,300  for  a  substantial  aerial  spray. 
The  1963  Tree  Division  budget  requests  $5,000  to  be  set  aside 
for  this  or  other  emergency  so  the  timing  may  be  more  ef¬ 
fective. 

The  action  taken  by  the  Town  in  1962  brought  much  favorable 
commendation  from  the  State’s  leading  entomologists  and  will 
be  presented  in  a  paper  to  be  delivered  at  the  Winter  meeting 
of  the  Mass.  ’Tree  Wardens’  and  Foresters’  Assn,  in  February. 
1963. 

3.  Tree  planting  program. 

Before  tree  planting  is  undertaken,  a  careful  study  of  the  areas 
are  made  to  assure  a  desirable  and  pleasing  effect  of  the  over¬ 
all  area. 

During  the  Spring  and  Fall  seasons  of  1962,  650  shade  and 
ornamental  trees  were  planted,  115  of  these  were  included  in 
the  contractors’  specifications  under  the  Hig'hway  Construc¬ 
tion  Program.  This  is  a  considerable  increase  over  the  previous 
year’s  planting  of  306  trees. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  various  species  planted,  indicating 
the  long  range  plan  of  incorporating  the  widest  variety  of 
trees  possible.

Weston  and  Sampson,  Consulting  Engineers  were  reteined  to 
study  and  bring  up  to  date,  chlorine  control  and  improved 
chemical  storage  and  handling.

Subject:  Report  of  Department  of  Public  Works  on  Foot  Bridge  at 
Lakeshore  Drive  and  Lakeview  Road,  as  directed  by  the  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting,  1962. 

Article  84  of  the  1962  Annual  Town  Meeting  reads  as  follows: 

“(By  Petition).  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  foot  bridge  between  Lake- 
shore  Drive  and  Lakeview  Road,  said  foot  bridge  to  be  constructed  on 
the  present  site  of  the  old  one  that  was  destroyed  by  fire  or  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto.” 

Voted:  That  the  subject  matter  of  this  Article  be  referred  to  the  Depart- 
rnent  of  Public  Works  for  study  and  that  an  appropriate  recommenda¬ 
tion  be  brought  back  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1963  and  further 
(as  an  amendment)  that  the  Public  Works  Department  insert  an  Article 
in  the  1963  Warrant. 

As  land  taking  is  necessary  for  this  project  two  articles  will  be  necessary. 
The  following  articles  are  offered  for  your  consideration: 

Article  (By  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  at  the  direction  of  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting,  1962,  Article  84).  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  by 
gift,  purchase  ^  or  right  of  eminent  domain  for  highway  purposes  that 
part  of  Lakeview  Road  that  remains  as  a  private  way,  as  shown  on  a 
plan  by  the  Town  Engineer,  Frank  Lagrotteria  dated  January,  1963,  or 
take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  (By  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  at  the  direction  of 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  1962,  Article  84).  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  and  appropriate,  for 
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the  DurDOse  of  constructing  a  foot  bridge  between  Lakeshore  Drive  and 
Lak^Sv  Road,  said  foot  bridge  to  be  constructed  on  the  present  site  of 
the  old  one  that  was  destroyed  by  fire,  or  take  any  other  action  in  rela¬ 
tion  thereto. 

The  foot  brido-e  will  be  120’  long  and  4’  wide.  Its  construction  vnll  con¬ 
sist  of  6  X  6  carrying  beams  with  concrete  piers  spaced  on  20  fe  . 

Treated  timbers  2  x  6  of  hard  wood  will  be  bolted  to  wf  sections.  42 
high  chain  link  fence  will  be  welded  on  both  sides  of  budge. 

The  foot  bridge  will  have  a  clearance  from  the  water  of  3  feet  to  allow 
the  passage  of  small  pleasure  boats. 

The  land  at  the  end  of  Lakeview  Road  (2C.  x  150)  ^ 

subgrade  placed  and  bituminous  concrete  walkway  installed. 

The  estimate  also  includes  150  feet  of  chain  link  fencing  at  the  one  abut- 
ting  property. 

Estimated  cost  $4,250.00.  This  work  would  be  let  out  for  competitive 
bidding.  -Resnectfully  submitted,

Action  taken  by  the  Town  Meeting  was,  That  the  subject  matter  of 
Article  93  be  referred  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  further 
study  and  a  report  to  be  made  on  the  said  article  at  the  nex‘t  town 
meeting/'  Without  an  exploratory  survey,  borings  and/or  pro.bings 
the  following  preliminary  figures  are  offered:

It  is  possible  that  the  Federal  Government  might  assume  a  sizeable 
amount  of  this  expense  if  the  economic  value  study  justified  itself. 
These  figures  are  offered  as  qualified  above  with  the  various  assump¬ 
tions  taken  under  consideration. 

The  following  Drainage,  Shore  Protection,  Dredging  and  Marina  Facili¬ 
ties  are  now  under  advisement  with  the  Town,  iState,  and  in  some  oases, 
the  Federal  Agencies. 

It  is  very  likely  from  present  financial  conditions  and  organizational 
problems  in  the  State  Agency  that  few  if  any  of  these  projects  are  going 
to  be  resolved.
